An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  68  of  Article  38  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Traffic  Regu- 
lations", sub-title  "Passenger  and  Freight  Curb  Loading 
Zones",  said  section  having  been  amended  by  Ordinance 
No.  1179,  approved  July  2,  1954;  and  to  ordain  a  new  Sec- 
tion 68  in  lieu  thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  section 
so  repealed,  revising  the  ordinance  concerning  passenger 
and  freight  curb  loading  zones  in  this  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  68  of  Article 
38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Traffic  Regulations",  sub-title  'Tassenger  and 
Freight  Curb  Loading  Zones",  said  section  having 
been  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1179,  approved 
July  2,  1954,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  that  a 
new  Section  68  be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu 
thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  section  so  re- 
pealed, and  to  read  as  follows : 

68.  (a)  The  Director  of  Traffic  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  determine  the  location  of  passenger  and 
freight  curb  loading  zones  and  shall  place  and  main- 
tain appropriate  signs  indicating  the  location  of  such 
zones  and  stating  the  hours  during  which  the  fol- 
lowing provisions  of  this  section  are  applicable. 

(b)  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  park  a  vehicle 
in  any  place  marked  as  a  freight  curb  loading  zone 
during  hours  when  the  provisions  applicable  to  such 
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a  zone  are  in  effect.  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted 
to  stop  in  a  freight  curb  loading  zone  unless 
actually  in  the  process  of  expeditiously  loading  or 
unloading  materials.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance 
shall  prohibit  a  passenger  vehicle  from  stopping 
temporarily  at  a  place  marked  as  a  freight  curb 
loading  zone  for  the  purpose  of  and  while  actually 
engaged  in  loading  or  unloading  passengers,  when 
such  stopping  does  not  interfere  with  any  motor 
vehicle  used  for  transportation  of  materials  which 
is  waiting  to  enter  or  about  to  enter  such  zone. 

(c)  No  person  shall  stop  a  vehicle  for  any  pur- 
pose or  period  of  time  other  than  for  the  expeditious 
loading  or  unloading  of  passengers  at  any  place 
marked  as  a  passenger  curb  loading  zone  during 
hours  when  the  regulations  applicable  to  such  curb 
loading  zones  are  effective,  and  then  only  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  three  (3)  minutes. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Whereas,  provision  has  been  made  for  the  estab- 
lishment, maintenance  and  operation  of  open  areas 
in  residential  use  districts  for  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles  for  the  benefit  of  the  health,  safety  and 
general  welfare  of  the  community ;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  17  of  Article  40  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as  revised  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953,  permission 
is  hereby  granted  for  the  establishment,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  an  open  area  for  the  parking  of 
motor  vehicles  upon  the  unimproved  property  on  the 
south    side    of   Liberty    Heights    Avenue,    east  of 
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Ayrdale  Avenue,  as  outlined  in  red  on  the  nine  plats 
accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
grantees  of  such  permission  shall  maintain  trees, 
shrubbery  and  hedges  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Building  Inspection  Engineer  as  a  protective  barrier 
around  the  parking  area.  They  also  shall  maintain 
a  hard  or  semi-hard  dustless  surface  on  which  motor 
vehicles  are  to  be  parked  and  barriers  to  protect 
the  sidewalks  and  the  public  traveling  thereon  from 
interference  from  motor  vehicles  using  the  parking 
area.  No  repair  facilities  and  no  sale  or  storage 
of  gasoline  or  inflammable  liquids  shall  be  permitted 
on  said  area  and  no  commercial  activities 
of  any  kind  shall  be  conducted  thereon,  except  that 
a  charge  for  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  may 
be  made  and  employees  may  be  maintained  thereon 
for  the  purpose  of  supervising  the  collection  of 
charges  made  and  providing  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  area  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
motor  vehicles  thereon.  The  entrances  and  exits 
of  said  area  shall  be  at  such  location  or  locations 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  Traffic.  The 
illumination  of  said  parking  area,  if  any,  shall  be 
by  lights  dimmed  or  focused  so  as  to  prevent  them 
from  being  an  annoyance  to  nearby  residents;  the 
location  and  type  of  such  lights,  if  any,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Building  Inspection 
Engineer.  All  construction  work  and  installations 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  ordinances  and 
regulations  appHcable  thereto.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  the  Hos- 
pital for  the  Women  of  Maryland,  a  corporation,  to  erect,

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  au- 
thority be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to  The 
Hospital  For  The  Women  of  Maryland,  a  Maryland 
corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  hereinafter

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tain  and  operate,  at  its  and  their  own  cost  and  ex- 
pense, for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-five  (25) 
years,  the  following  described  structures,  all  as  here- 
inafter more  particularly  set  forth :

That  the  lowest  part  of  said  superstructure  or 
bridgeway  shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet  8  inches 
above  the  surface  of  said  10-foot  alley  and  the  said 
superstructure  or  bridgeway  shall  be  about  10  feet 
long  and  about  15  feet  7  inches  wide  at  the  north  end 
and  about  12  feet  4  inches  wide  at  the  south  end. 
The  center  line  of  said  superstructure  or  bridgeway 
shall  be  located  approximately  14  feet  east  of  the 
east  building  line  of  Brevard  Street  measured  along 
the  south  building  line  of  said  10-foot  alley. 

(b)  A  new  one-story  enclosed  superstructure  or 
bridgeway  above  and  across  the  bed  of  said  10-foot 
alley,  to  connect  the  aforementioned  buildings  of  the 
said  grantee  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  fol- 
lowing : 

That  the  new  superstructure  or  bridgeway  will  be 
constructed  immediately  east  of  the  existing  super- 
structure or  bridgeway  first  herein  described  and 
the  lowest  part  of  said  superstructure  or  bridgeway 
shall  not  be  less  than  20  feet  above  the  surface  of 
said  10-foot  alley  and  the  said  superstructure  or 
bridgeway  shall  be  about  10  feet  long  and  about  7 
feet  5  inches  wide.  The  center  line  of  said  superstruc- 
ture or  bridgeway  shall  be  located  approximately 
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25  feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of  Brevard 
Street  measured  along  the  south  building  line  of 
said  10-foot  alley. 

(c)  An  existing  one-story  enclosed  superstruc- 
ture or  bridgeway,  above  and  across  the  bed  of 
Brevard  Street  between  Mosher  Street  and  West 
Lafayette  Avenue,  to  connect  the  building  of  the 
said  grantee  located  on  the  east  side  of  Brevard 
Street  with  the  building  of  said  grantee  located  on 
the  west  side  of  Brevard  Street,  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  following : 

That  the  lowest  part  of  said  superstructure  or 
bridgeway  shall  not  be  less  than  28  feet  above  the 
surface  of  said  Brevard  Street  and  the  said  super- 
structure or  bridgeway  shall  be  about  20  feet  long 
and  about  5  feet  6  inches  wide.  The  center  line 
of  said  superstructure  or  bridgeway  shall  be 
located  approximately  122  feet  north  of  the  north 
building  line  of  West  Lafayette  Avenue. 

No  woodwork  or  other  combustible  materials  shall 
be  used  in  the  construction  or  maintenance  of  said 
superstructures  or  bridgeways  and  said  bridgeways 
shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  and  shall 
be  constructed,  completed  and  maintained  under  the 
supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Building 
Inspection  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  shall  be 
at  all  times  hereafter  subject  to  regulation  and  con- 
trol by  said  Building  Inspection  Engineer. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserve  the  right  and  power,  at  all  times, 
to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  munici- 
pal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in  re- 
spect to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof. 
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Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
franchises  or  rights  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the 
grant. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  main- 
tain the  said  superstructures  or  bridgeways  in  good 
condition  so  long  as  said  structures  shall  remain  in 
Brevard  Street  and  the  10-foot  alley. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  as  compensation 
for  the  franchise  or  privilege  hereby  granted,  the 
sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per  year,  payable  in 
advance  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise  or 
privilege. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  non- 
compliance with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  of 
the  grant  herein  made  by  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  at  any  time  or  times,  shall 
operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  said  grant,  which  shall 
thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing 
short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  for- 
feiture of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke 
the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  at  any  time 
or  times  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  public  interest, 
welfare,  safety,  or  convenience  requires  such  re- 
vocation and,  upon  written  notice  to  that  effect  from 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  served  upon  the  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  and  assigns,  all  rights 
under  this  ordinance  shall  cease  and  determine. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  of  any  revocation,  forfeiture,  or  termination 
of  the  rights  and  privileges  by  this  ordinance 
granted,  the  said  grantee  hereunder,  its  successors 
and  assigns  shall,  at  its  or  their  expense,  promptly 
remove  the  said  bridgeways  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  all  such  removals  to  be  made  without  any 
compensation  to  the  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for 
and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all 
suits,  losses,  costs,  claims,  damages,  or  expenses  to 
which  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  be  subjected  on  account  of,  by  reason 
of,  or  in  any  way  resulting  from — 

(a)  The  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation, 
or  removal  of  said  bridgeways  and 

(b)  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  perform,  promptly  and 
properly,  any  of  the  duties  or  obligations  imposed 
upon  it  or  them  by  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

more City  for  a  through  (limited  access)  highway,  said 
through  (limited  access)  highway  to  begin  at  the  northwest 
side  of  Twenty-ninth  Street  at  or  near  the  southwest  end  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  Street  Bridge  over  the  Jones  Falls  Valley, 
and  to  extend  thence  northwesterly  to  the  Northern  Bound- 
ary Line  of  Baltimore  City,  established  1918,  including  also 
acquisition  of  rights  of  access  to  and  from  said  through 
(limited  access)  highway  by  the  owners  of  land  abutting 
thereon  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof;  said  through  (limited 
access)  highway  to  underpass  Twenty-ninth  Street  and  to 
be  connected  thereto  by  means  of  a  traffic  interchange;  and 
said  through  (limited  access)  highway  to  underpass  the 
Park  Road  approach  to  the  west  end  of  the  Keswick  Road 
bridge;  and  said  through  (limited  access)  highway  to  be

other  means  for  channelizing  and  re-channelizing  said  Jones 
Falls;  the  location  and  course  of  said  through  (limited 
access)  highway  being  more  particularly  shown  on  a  plat 
thereof  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
and  dated  the  Third  (3rd)  day  of  April,  1956.

overpasses,  traffic  interchanges,  connections, 
bridges,  viaducts,  conduits,  channeHzing  and  re- 
channelizing  said  Jones  Falls,  and  also  all  neces- 
sary approaches,  piers,  supports,  abutments,  walls, 
embankments  and  other  appurtenances  of  said 
through  (limited  access)  highway,  underpasses, 
overpasses,  traffic  interchanges,  connections, 
bridges,  viaducts,  conduits,  channelizing  and  re- 
channelizing  said  Jones  Falls,  the  location  and 
course  of  said  through  (limited  access)  highway 
being  more  particularly  shown  on  a  plat  thereof 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works, 
and  dated  the  Third  (3rd)  day  of  April,  1956. 

Said  through  (limited  access)  highway  is  to  begin 
on  the  northwest  side  of  Twenty-ninth  Street  at  or 
near  the  southwest  end  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Street 
Bridge  over  the  Jones  Falls  Valley  and  to  extend 
northwesterly  to  the  Northern  Boundary  Line  of 
Baltimore  City,  established  1918;  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Northern  Central  Railway,  there  situate;  and 
said  through  (limited  access)  highway  is  to  be  in 
continuation  of  the  through  (limited  access)  high- 
way as  authorized  under  Ordinance  No.  1317,  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  February 
11,  1955  and  said  through  (limited  access)  high- 
way is  to  be  extended  northerly  from  the  Northern 
Boundary  Line  of  Baltimore  City,  established  1918, 
by  a  new  road,  being  constructed  by  the  State  of 
Maryland. 

And  traffic  on  said  through  (limited  access)  high- 
way is  to  have  ingress  and/or  egress  thereto 
and/or  therefrom,  at  only :  ( 1 )  Twenty-ninth  Street, 
at  or  near  the  Twenty-ninth  Street  Bridge,  (2)  Falls 
Road  at  a  point  about  450  feet  north  of  the  inter- 
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section  of  Falls  Road  and  Roland  Avenue,  (3)  Cold 
Spring  Lane  and  (4)  Belvedere  Avenue. 

And  traffic  on  said  through  (limited  access)  high- 
way is  to  be  carried  over  and  above:  (5)  the  tracks 
of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company  (a)  at  a 
point  in  the  vicinity  of  Ash  Street,  if  extended, 
southwesterly  and  (b)  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Northern 
Boundary  Line  of  Baltimore  City,  established  1918, 
(6)  (a)  the  siding  connecting  to  the  tracks  of  the 
Northern  Central  Railway  Company  north  of  Forty- 
first  Street,  (b)  the  siding  serving  the  Maryland 
Bolt  and  Nut  Company,  (7)  Union  Avenue. 

And  traffic  on  the  Falls  Road  connection  access 
lanes  is  to  be  carried  over:  (8)  (a)  the  tracks  of 
the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company  at  a  point 
about  230  feet  southwest  of  the  intersection  of 
Clipper  Mill  Road  and  Falls  Road,  (b)  Clipper  Mill 
Road,  (c)  Falls  Road  (northbound  lane  only). 

And  traffic  on  said  through  (limited  access)  high- 
way is  to  be  carried  under:  (9)  Twenty-ninth 
Street,  (10)  the  Park  Road  approach  to  the  Keswick 
Road  Bridge,  (11)  Forty-first  Street  Viaduct,  (12) 
Cold  Spring  Lane,  (13)  Belvedere  Avenue,  (14) 
Kelly  Avenue. 

And  traffic  on  said  through  (limited  access)  high- 
way, where  necessary:  (15)  to  be  carried  by  means 
of  bridges  and/or  viaducts  over,  in,  above  and/or 
along  the  bed  of  Jones  Falls  or  other  obstacles : 

And  said  Jones  Falls  to  be  confined,  where  neces- 
sary: (16)  in  conduits  and/or  by  walls,  revetments 
or  by  other  means,  to  its  present  channel  or  where 
necessary  to  relocated  channels. 

And  the  following  described  portions  of  streets 
to  be  physically  closed  to  public  travel,  except  travel 
on  said  through  (limited  access)  highway:  (17)  Old 
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Cold  Spring  Lane  from  Cold  Spring  Lane  westerly 
to  the  Northern  Central  Railway,  (18)  Smith  Ave- 
nue from  a  point  about  120  feet  west  of  Oliver  Street 
westerly  to  the  Northern  Central  Railway,  (19) 
Forge  Avenue  from  a  point  about  125  feet  west  of 
Oliver  Street  westerly  to  the  end  thereof  and  (20) 
Washington  Avenue  from  Smith  Avenue  to  Forge 
Avenue. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Comptroller  of 
Baltimore  City  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  on 
behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  ordinance,  the 
fee  simple  interests  or  such  other  interests  as  the 
said  Director  may  deem  necessary  or  sufficient  in 
and  to  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  and  improve-

Parking  Facilities 

7923.  For  the  types  of  buildings  designated  in 
this  section  and  hereafter  erected,  off-street  parking 
facilities  shall  be  provided  within  the  building,  on 
the  same  lot  with  the  building,  or  in  another  build- 
ing or  on  another  lot  within  one  thousand  feet 
(1,0000  thereof. 

This  paragraph  shall  apply  to  buildings  and  prem- 
ises devoted  to  manufacturing  plants.  One  motor 
vehicle  space  shall  be  provided  for  each  four  (4) 
employees,  considering  as  the  total  number  of  em- 
ployees the  maximum  number  on  the  largest  shift. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  a  motor  vehi- 
cle space  shall  be  a  clearly-marked  area  of  land  or 
within  a  building  not  less  than  one  hundred  eighty 
(180)  square  feet  in  area,  paved  with  a  hard  dust- 
less  surface  with  access  over  a  paved  way  to  a  paved 
street  or  to  a  paved  alley  not  less  than  fifteen  feet 
(150  in  width. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  a  manufactur- 
ing plant  is  defined  as  follows:  Any  land  or  build- 
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ing  or  part  thereof  used  in  the  production  of  some 
article,  thing  or  object,  by  skill  or  labor,  out  of  raw 
material,  or  from  matter  which  has  already  been 
subjected  to  artificial  forces  or  to  which  something 
has  been  added  to  change  its  natural  condition. 

The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  apply  to 
any  manufacturing  plant  in  existence  and  in  use  at 
the  time  this  paragraph  takes  effect  when  and  if 
there  is  an  addition  to  the  then  existing  buildings 
and  premises  of  such  size  as  to  require  an  increase 
in  the  total  number  of  employees  in  a  ratio  of  twenty- 
five  per  centum  (25%)  or  more. 

This  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  manufacturing 
plants  where  fifty  per  centum  (50%)  or  more  of  the 
products  made,  ordinarily  are  sold  at  retail  from 
the  same  premises. 

Nothing  in  this  paragraph,  at  any  time,  shall  ap- 
ply to  any  manufacturing  plant  which  ordinarily 
employs  twenty-four  (24)  or  fewer  persons.

Whereas,  Chapter  7  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of 
1956  (Special  Session),  authorized  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  issue  its  certificates  of 
indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  six  million 
dollars  ($6,000,000)  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection 
with  establishing  and  equipping  a  modern  and  ade- 
quate Civic  Center  and  all  necessary  or  useful  facili- 
ties and  appurtenances  thereto,  and  provided  that 
before  the  issuance  of  any  part  of  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  the  municipality,  by  ordinance,  must 
create  an  agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of

Beit  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  (a)  That  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
vision and  requirements  of  Chapter  7  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  of  1956  (Special  Session),  and  the 
aforementioned  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  there  is  hereby  created  an 
agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
to  be  known  as  the  "Civic  Center  Commission  of 
Baltimore". 

(b)  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  seven  (7) 
members  and  all  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  Section  12  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  as  it  now  exists  or  as  it  hereafter  may 
be  amended. 

(c)  The  term  of  each  member  shall  be  five  (5) 
years,  or  until  his  successor  qualifies  and  takes  office, 
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except  that  the  respective  terms  of  the  seven  (7) 
members  of  the  Commission  first  appointed  shall  be 
as  follows:  two  (2)  members  shall  be  appointed 
for  one  (1)  year;  two  (2)  members  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  two  (2)  years;  one  (1)  member  shall 
be  appointed  for  three  (3)  years;  one  (1)  member 
shall  be  appointed  for  four  (4)  years,  and  one  (1) 
member  shall  be  appointed  for  five  (5)  years.  The 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  shall  designate  the  terms 
of  the  members  of  the  Commission  first  appointed 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall  be  elected 
by  the  members  of  the  Commission.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Commission  shall  serve  as  such  until  the 
expiration  of  his  term  or  his  office  otherwise  becomes 
vacant.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  an- 
nually elect  one  of  its  members  as  Vice  Chairman 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion, shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Commis- 
sion and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  im- 
posed upon  him  by  law  or  as  may  be  assigned  to  him 
b}'  the  Commission. 

(d)  Any  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  Com- 
mission caused  b}'  the  expiration  of  a  term  or  by 
the  resignation,  removal,  death  or  permanent  ab- 
sence from  the  State  of  Maryland  of  an  incumbent 
or  by  supervening  incapacity  on  his  part,  whether 
physical  or  mental,  to  discharge  his  duties,  or  by 
any  other  cause,  create  such  a  vacancy,  either  actual 
or  in  effect,  shall  be  filled  for  a  new  term  or  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  of  such  incumbent,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  herein 
for  the  appointment  of  the  first  members  of  the 
Commission.  Any  member  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  eligible  for  reappointment. 

(e)  The  members  of  the  Commission  may  be 
removed  from  office  for  cause  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  12  of  the  Charter  of  Balti- 
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more  City,  as  it  now  exists,  or  as  it  may  hereafter 
be  amended. 

(f)  No  appointed  member  of  the  Commission 
shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services  on  the 
Commission,  but  each  member  shall  be  reimbursed 
for  his  necessary  and  proper  expenses  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such. 

(g)  The  Commission  may  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
transaction  of  any  business.  Four  (4)  members  of 
the  Commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  the  affirmative  vote  of 
at  least  four  (4)  members  shall  be  necessary  for 
any  action  taken  by  the  Commission.  No  vacancy 
in  the  membership  of  the  Commission  shall  impair 
the  right  of  a  quorum  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Commission.  All 
sessions  or  meetings  of  the  Commission,  except 
executive  sessions,  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The 
Commission  shall  keep  records  of  its  proceedings, 
showing  the  vote  of  each  member  on  each  question, 
or  if  absent  or  failing  to  vote,  indicating  such  fact. 
The  Commission  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  resolu- 
tions, transactions,  findings,  determinations  and  de- 
cisions, and  all  the  records  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  and  shall  be 
public  records.

(c)  Administer  and  supervise  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  7  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1956  (Special 
Session),  and  the  ordinance  hereinbefore  mentioned 
which  authorizes  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  borrow  six  million  dollars  ($6,000,000) 
to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  establishing 
and  equipping  a  modern  and  adequate  Civic  Center 
and  all  necessary  or  useful  facilities  and  appurte- 
nances thereto,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
expenditure  and  disposition  thereof. 

(d)  With  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  establish  fees,  rentals  or  charges  for  the 
use  or  occupancy  of  the  Civic  Center,  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  collect  such  fees,  rentals  or  charges; 
all  such  collections  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Baltimore  City. 

(e)  Enter  into  legal  instruments  on  behalf  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  without 
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the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  the  Civic  Center,  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty  (30) 
days,  including  any  and  all  successive  periods  or 
extensions,  subject  to  the  fees,  rentals  or  charges 
established  for  any  such  use  or  occupancy  with  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

(f)  Adopt,  promulgate  and  enforce  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  management,  use,  occupancy, 
government  and  preservation  of  order  with  respect 
to  all  land,  property  and  activities  under  its  super- 
vision or  control,  and  a  copy  of  all  such  rules  and 
regulations  shall  be  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Legislative  Reference;  every  person  who  violates 
any  such  rule  or  regulations  so  adopted  or  promul- 
gated shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
($10.00)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  for  each  and  every  offense;  and 

(g)  Do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or 
expedient  relative  to  or  in  connection  with  the  use, 
occupancy,  control,  operation,  management,  promo- 
tion, maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Civic  Center. 

(h)  Take  such  action  and  do  such  things  as  may 
be  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  to  select  a  proposed 
site  for  the  Civic  Center  and  negotiate  on  behalf 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  or 
in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  any  building,  structure  or  facility 
to  be  constructed,  erected  or  equipped  for  or  in 
connection  with  the  Civic  Center,  and  submit  any 
such  site  and  any  contract  for  the  preparation  of 
such  plans  and  specifications  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates for  its  approval  or  disapproval. 
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(i)  Negotiate  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  connection  with  the  acqui- 
sition of  land  or  property  of  every  kind,  and  any 
right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege 
therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  establishing  and 
constructing  thereon  the  Civic  Center. 

Sec.  o.  A^id  be  it  further  ordained,  (a)  That 
all  contracts  or  agreements  entered  into  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  or  in 
connection  with  the  construction,  maintenance  or 
repair  of  the  Civic  Center  and  its  facilities  shall  be 
subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  Sections  37 
and  38  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1949 
Edition)  as  they  now  exist  or  as  they  hereafter  may 
be  amended. 

(b)  No  officer,  official  or  employee  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  of  any  agency  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  which  is 
vested  with  any  power  or  authority  to  be  exercised 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  become 
financially  interested  in  any  way  in  any  land  or 
property  which  may  be  acquired  for  or  in  connec- 
tion v/ith  the  Civic  Center. 

(c)  The  Commission  shall  exercise  all  powers  and 
authority  conferred  upon  it  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  as  it  is  now  constituted  or 
as  it  may  hereafter  be  amended. 

(d)  Any  contract  entered  into  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  connection  with  any 
of  the  matters  or  things  provided  for  or  contemplated 
by  the  provisons  of  this  Ordinance,  after  it  has  been 
executed  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  by  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  affixed  there- 
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to,  duly  attested  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  munici- 
pality, and  approved  by  the  said  Board  of  Estimates, 
shall  constitute  a  legal  and  binding  obligation  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

on  part  of  the  third  line  and  on  the  fourth  and  fifth 
lines  of  said  Deed  the  three  following  courses  and 
distances  namely  southwesterly  290.0  feet,  more  or 
less,  northeasterly  49.50  feet,  more  or  less,  and 
southwesterly  785.8  feet,  more  or  less,  to  intersect 
the  northeast  side  of  said  Cherry  Hill  Road  and 
thence  binding  on  the  northeast  side  of  said  Cherry 
Hill  Road  northwesterly  55.0  feet,  more  or  less,  to 
the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.     And   be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Comptroller  of  Baltimore  City  is  hereby  authorized 
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to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this 
ordinance,  the  fee  simple  interest  in  and  to  the 
property,  together  with  the  improvements  thereon. 
If  the  said  Comptroller  is  unable  to  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price  for  said 
property  with  the  improvements  thereon,  he  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  City  Solicitor  of  Baltimore  City 
who  shall  thereupon  institute  in  the  name  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  necessary 
legal  proceedings  to  acquire  by  condemnation  the 
fee  simple  interest  in  and  to  said  property  herein 
described. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement,  dated 
April  12,  1956,  between  the  State  Roads  Commission  of 
Maryland,  acting  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  relating  generally  to  the 
cooperation  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  with  the  State  Roads 
Commission  in  connection  with  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project,  in  respect  to  the 
alteration,  reconstruction,  relocation  or  removal  where  nec- 
essary of  municipal  facilities  and  the  condemnation  and 
closing  of  certain  highways  and  the  conveying  of  title 
thereto  to  the  Commission,  together  with  certain  easements, 
riparian  rights  and  other  property  owned  by  the  City  needed 
for  said  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement  dated 
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April  12,  1956,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  State  Roads  Commis- 
sion of  Maryland,  acting  for  the  State  of  Maryland, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  said 
Agreement  being  as  follows : 

"This  Agreement,  executed  in  triplicate,  made 
and  entered  into  this  12th  day  of  April,  1956,  by  and 
between  the  State  Roads  Commission  of  Mary- 
land, acting  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  hereinafter 
sometimes  called  the  'Commission',  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  'City',  party 
of  the  second  part,  witnesseth : 

"Whereas,  by  virtue  of  Chapter  561  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  of  1947,  as  amended  by  Chapter  41  of 
of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  the  1947  Extraordinary 
Session  (said  Chapter  561,  as  so  amended,  being 
hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  '1947  Revenue  Bond 
Act') ,  being  Sections  106  to  126,  inclusive,  of  Article 
89B  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1951  Edi- 
tion), title  'State  Roads',  subtitle  'Bridge,  Tunnel 
and  Motorway  Revenue  Bonds',  the  Commission  was 
authorized  and  empowered — 

(a)  to  construct,  maintain,  repair,  and  operate 
bridges  over  and  tunnels  under  rivers  and  navi- 
gable waters  which  are  wholly  or  partly  within  the 
State ; 

(b)  to  issue  revenue  bonds  of  the  State,  payable 
solely  from  revenues,  for  the  purpose  of  refunding 
any  outstanding  bridge  revenue  bonds,  including 
the  payment  of  any  redemption  premium  thereon 
and  any  interest  accrued  or  to  accrue  to  the  date 
of  redemption  of  such  bonds,  and  paying  all 
or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  any  one  or  more  bridges 
or  tunnels ;  and 
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''Whereas,  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved June  16,  1948  (62  Stat.  463),  entitled  'An 
Act  supplementing  the  Act  entitled  'An  Act  au- 
thorizing the  State  of  Maryland,  by  and  through  its 
State  Roads  Commission  or  the  successors  of  said 
Commission,  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate 
certain  bridges  across  streams,  rivers  and  navigable 
waters  which  are  wholly  or  partly  within  the  State*, 
approved  April  7,  1938',  the  Commission  was  au- 
thorized and  empowered — (a)  to  construct,  main- 
tain, and  operate  (i)  a  bridge  across  or  a  tunnel 
under  the  Chesapeake  Bay,  in  the  State  of  Maryland, 
from  a  point  in  Anne  Arundel  County  at  or  near 
Sandy  Point  to  a  point  approximately  opposite  on 
Kent  Island,  or  a  combined  bridge  and  tunnel  at  such 
location,  and  approaches  thereto,  and  (ii)  a  bridge 
across  or  a  tunnel  under  the  Patapsco  River  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  mouth 
of  North  West  Branch  to  a  point  approximately 
opposite  at  or  near  Fairfield,  and  approaches  thereto ; 
(b)  to  fix  and  charge  tolls  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  use  of  each  of 
said  structures  and  to  use  such  tolls  in  accordance 
with  such  laws;  and 

"Whereas,  the  Commission  has  determined  to  pro- 
ceed at  this  time  with  the  construction  of  a  tunnel 
under  the  Patapsco  River  and  approaches  thereto 
which  will  connect  the  tunnel  on  the  north  with  the 
proposed  Northeastern  Expressway  and  U.  S.  Route 
No.  40  in  the  vicinity  of  a  point  at  or  near  the  City 
limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  intermediate 
points  and  on  the  south  with  U.  S.  Route  No.  1  in 
the  vicinity  of  Elkridge  and  intermediate  points,  as 
well  as  an  additional  approach  connecting  with  Al- 
ternate U.  S.  Route  No.  301  in  the  vicinity  of  Ord- 
nance Road,  as  authorized  by  the  1947  Revenue 
Bond  Act  and  said  Act  of  the  Congress,  approved 
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June  16,  1948,  and  has  selected  the  location  and 
adopted  and  approved  plans  for  the  construction  of 
said  tunnel,  hereinafter  sometimes  called  the 
Tatapsco  Tunnel  Project';  and 

''Whereas,  the  construction  of  said  Patapsco  Tun- 
nel Project  on  the  alignment  adopted  will  cross  over, 
under,  or  through  rights-of-way,  riparian  rights, 
streets,  roads,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  bulk  heads,  and 
property  owned  by  the  City,  which  alignment  is 
shown  on  ( 1 )  a  set  of  strip  maps,  revised  as  of  May 
16,  1955,  consisting  of  39  sheets,  each  entitled 
Tatapsco  Tunnel  Project',  and  numbered  from  1 
to  38,  inclusive,  and  covering  sheet,  unnumbered 
and  entitled  'State  of  Maryland,  State  Roads  Com- 
mission, Patapsco  Tunnel  Project',  and  (2)  a  set  of 
strip  maps  consisting  of  7  sheets,  each  entitled 
Tatapsco  Tunnel  Project — Design  Section  D-7',  and 
numbered  from  1  to  7,  inclusive,  and  a  covering 
sheet,  unnumbered  and  entitled  'State  of  Maryland, 
State  Roads  Commission,  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project, 
Design  Section  D-7,'  all  of  which  maps  are  herein- 
after sometimes  referred  to  collectively  as  'Exhibit 
A',  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof ;  and 

"Whereas,  the  City  operates  and  maintains,  with- 
in existing  rights-of-way,  sanitary  sewers,  storm 
water  drains,  electrical  conduits,  highways,  bulk- 
heads, and  other  public  utilities,  together  with  fix- 
tures, equipment,  and  appurtenances  thereto,  herein- 
after sometimes  referred  to  collectively  as  'Facili- 
ties', for  public  services  in  and  about  the  area  to  be 
traversed  by  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project,  as  shown 
on  said  Exhibit  A;  and 

"Whereas,  certain  parts  and/or  sections  of  said 
Facilities  may  interfere  with  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  and  it

will  or  may  be  necessary  that  portions  of  said  Facili- 
ties be  altered,  reconstructed,  relocated,  or  removed, 
in  order  to  avoid  such  interferences ;  and 

* 'Whereas,,  certain  portions  of  said  highways  will 
have  to  be  condemned  and  closed  by  the  City  and 
thereafter  the  City's  right,  title,  and  interest  con- 
veyed to  Commission,  together  with  certain  ease- 
ments, riparian  rights,  and  other  property  owned 
by  the  City  and  needed  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
Project,  as  shown  on  Exhibit  A;  and 

''Whereas,  the  parties  herein  desire  to  enter  into 
this  Agreement  in  order  to  state  more  effectually 
their  respective  rights  and  obligations  with  respect 
to  the  proposed  construction  and  maintenance  of 
those  portions  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  which 
are  a  part  of  this  Agreement,  and,  also,  with  respect 
to  the  cost  thereof. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth  : 
That  for,  and  in  consideration  of,  the  sum  of  One 
Dollar  ($1.00) ,  each  party  to  the  other  in  hand  paid, 
the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  it  is 
mutually  agreed  as  follows : 

"ARTICLE  I— That  the  Commission  perform,  or 
cause  to  be  performed,  the  work  of  all  alteration, 
construction,  reconstruction,  relocation,  or  removal 
of  the  aforesaid  Facilities,  or  portions  thereof,  ex- 
cept as  set  forth  in  Article  IV  hereinafter.  Prior 
to  the  commencement  of  the  work  aforesaid,  the 
Commission  shall  prepare  plans  and  specifications 
for  such  alteration,  construction,  reconstruction,  re- 
location, or  removal,  and  shall  submit  the  same  to 
the  Director  of  Public  Works,  of  the  City,  or  his 
representatives,  for  approval,  which  approval  shall 
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not  be  unreasonably  withheld  or  delayed.  The  City 
may,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  deemed  necessary, 
inspect  the  work  to  determine  whether  the  same  is 
in  accordance  with  the  approved  plans  and  specifi- 
cations. 

"ARTICLE  II— The  Commission  shall  bear  any 
and  all  cost  and  expense  incurred  in  the  replacement 
of  the  aforesaid  Facilities,  or  portions  thereof,  with 
facilities  of  substantially  the  same  type  and  of  equiv- 
alent service  capacity,  the  determination  as  to  type 
and  capacity  of  the  new  facilities  to  be  by  mutual 
agreement  of  the  City  and  Commission.  All  addi- 
tional cost  and  expense  incurred  by  reason  of  the  re- 
placement of  existing  Facilities  with  facilities  of  a 
different  type  or  of  increased  service  capacity,  which 
are  not  made  necessary  by  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
Project,  shall  be  borne  by  the  City. 

''ARTICLE  III — All  cost  and  expense  incurred  by 
reason  of  inspection,  as  set  for  the  in  Article  I,  and 
all  cost  and  expense  of  the  alterations,  construction, 
reconstruction,  relocation,  or  removal  of  the  afore- 
said Facilities,  or  portions  thereof,  necessitated  by 
construction  and  maintenance  of  the  Patapsco  Tun- 
nel Project,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of  acquiring 
easements  or  other  interests  in  land  shall  be  borne 
by  the  Commission. 

"ARTICLE  IV— In  the  event  that  the  City  shall 
elect  to  perform,  or  have  performed,  the  alteration, 
construction,  reconstruction,  relocation,  or  removal 
of  the  said  Facilities,  the  City  shall  prepare  plans 
and  detailed  cost  estimates  for  such  alteration,  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  relocation,  or  removal,  and 
shall  submit  such  plans  and  cost  estimates  through 
the  J.  E.  Greiner  Company  to  and  for  approval  by 
the  Commission,  after  which  approval  work  may 
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commence.  Reimbursement  for  all  costs  and  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  City  in  executing  approved 
plans,  including,  but  not  being  limited  to,  costs  and 
expenses  of  preparing  the  plans  and  specifications, 
will  be  on  the  basis  of  the  submission  to  the  Com- 
mission, by  the  City,  of  an  itemized,  detailed,  audit- 
able  accounting,  to  be  accompanied  by  supporting 
data.  Such  plans,  cost  estimates,  and  auditable  ac- 
counting shall  be  submitted  in  form  and  number 
consistent  with  the  practice  of  the  Commission  with 
respect  to  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project. 

'^ARTICLE  V— The  City  shall  cooperate  with  the 
Commission  and  with  all  the  Commission's  contrac- 
tors and  subcontractors,  to  the  end  that  the  City 
shall  cause  no  delays  to  the  Commission's  construc- 
tion contractors  and  that  the  work  of  construction 
and  operation  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  shall 
progress  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  and  the  Com- 
mission shall  exercise  due  care  to  protect  the  City's 
facilities  from  damage  from  construction  of  the 
Patapsco  Tunnel  Project. 

''ARTICLE  VI— All  of  said  Facilities  which  are 
to  be  altered,  constructed,  reconstructed,  or  re- 
located, shall  be  located  in  public  highways,  or  in 
easements,  subject  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
contained  in  the  City's  standard  right-of-way  agree- 
ment, which  the  Commission  will  convey,  or  cause 
to  be  conveyed  to  the  City.  The  City  shall  maintain 
said  Facilities  after  the  same  have  been  altered,  con- 
structed, reconstructed,  or  relocated.  In  connection 
with  the  operation  or  maintenance  of  said  Facilities, 
the  City  may,  without  the  payment  of  any  toll, 
charge,  or  rental,  enter  upon  and  leave  the  Patapsco 
Tunnel  Project  right-of-way  at  places  designated  by 
the  Commission  in  order  that  it  may  properly  oper- 
ate and  maintain  its  facilities. 
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''ARTICLE  VII— The  Commission  shall,  at  no 
cost  to  City,  construct  those  structures,  and  all 
parts  thereof,  which  carry  existing  public  highways 
over  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project.  Commission  shall 
maintain,  repair,  and  renew  such  structures,  except 
for  the  roadway  wearing  surface  and  approaches  to 
such  structures,  which  wearing  surfaces  and  ap- 
proaches shall,  after  construction  thereof,  be  main- 
tained, repaired  and  renewed  by  City.  The  roadway 
and  sidewalk  widths  on  such  structures  shall  be  de- 
termined by  mutual  agreement  between  City  and 
Commission.  However,  if  at  any  time  widening  of 
paving  of  the  highway  approaches  to  such  struc- 
tures is  deemed  necessary  by  City,  the  Commission 
shall  bear  the  cost  of  changing  and  widening  such 
structures  to  accommodate  the  widened  highway 
approaches,  and  all  costs  for  alteration,  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  relocation,  or  removal  of  the 
Facilities  lying  within  the  confines  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  and  which  are 
necessarj^  for  the  widening  of  such  structures.  Com- 
mission reserves  the  right  to  limit  its  responsibility 
for  the  cost  of  changing  and  widening  of  such  struc- 
tures to,  and  not  beyond,  the  now  existing  right-of- 
way  limits  of  such  public  highways. 

"In  lieu  of  constructing  an  overpass  of  the 
Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  for  existing  Bowley's 
Lane,  which  existing  street  crosses  the  centerline  of 
the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  in  the  vincinity  of 
Station  748  +  80  thereof.  Commission  agrees  to  con- 
struct an  overpass  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project 
in  the  vicinity  of  Station  760  +  90  of  the  centerline 
thereof,  which  proposed  highway  crossing  is  here- 
inafter sometimes  referred  to  as  'Moravia  Avenue'. 
Commission  shall,  at  no  cost  to  City,  construct  that 
structure,  and  all  parts  thereof,  which  shall  carry 
Moravia  Avenue  over  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project, 
and  approaches  thereto  which  shall  connect  said 
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structure  with  existing  Frankford  Avenue  on  the 
west  and  with  Pulaski  Highway  on  the  east.  Said 
structure  and  highway  approaches  thereto  shall  have 
a  width  which  shall  be  mutually  agreed  to  by  City 
and  Commission.  Commission  agrees  to  maintain, 
repair,  and  renew  said  structure,  except  for  the 
roadway  wearing  surface  and  the  approaches  to  said 
structure,  which  wearing  surface  and  approaches  to 
said  structure  shall,  after  construction  thereof,  be 
maintained,  repaired,  and  renewed  by  the  City.  If 
at  some  future  date,  City  decides  to  widen,  extend, 
or  improve  Moravia  Avenue  in  any  manner  what- 
soever, any  and  all  construction  therefor,  including 
but  not  being  limited  to  the  widening  of  the  afore- 
said structure  or  construction  of  a  separate  struc- 
ture, shall  be  constructed,  maintained,  repaired,  and 
renewed  at  no  expense  to  Commission.  Construc- 
tion of  such  a  separate  structure  or  widening  of  the 
existing  structure,  by  the  City,  shall  not  be  com- 
menced without  the  prior  approval  of  Commission  as 
to  clearances,  design  criteria,  architecture,  and 
methods  of  construction.  City  further  agrees  that 
construction  of  Moravia  Avenue,  by  Commission, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  relieve  the  Commission  of  all 
responsibility  for  providing  a  crossing  of  the 
Patapsco  Tunnel  Project,  either  at  present  or  in  the 
future,  for  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  presently  exist- 
ing location  of  Bowley's  Lane. 

"Commission,  at  no  cost  to  the  City,  shall  con- 
struct, maintain,  repair,  and  renew  all  structures 
which  will  carry  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  over 
existing  public  highways.  Commission,  further, 
shall,  at  no  cost  to  City,  construct,  maintain,  repair, 
and  renew  structures  which  will  carry  the  Patapsco 
Tunnel  Project  over  proposed  future  public  high- 
ways presently  known  as  Patapsco  Avenue  Extended 
and  Bay  View  Avenue.    All  structures  shall  be  con-

structed  to  provide  horizontal  and  vertical  clearances 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  City  and  Commission. 

"Where  required,  to  provide  satisfactory  vertical 
clearance  for  structures  that  carry  the  Patapsco 
Tunnel  Project  over  existing  public  highways  or  to 
provide  satisfactory  directional  routing  of  traffic  in 
connection  with  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project,  cer- 
tain portions  of  public  highways  shall  be  recon- 
structed, at  no  cost  to  City,  to  the  extent  necessary  to 
provide  alignment  mutually  satisfactory  to  City  and 
the  Commission.  City  shall,  after  reconstruction 
thereof,  maintain,  repair,  and  renew  all  such  por- 
tions of  said  public  highways. 

"Where  any  part  or  parts  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
Project  pass  over  any  public  highway  of  the  City,  no 
supports  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  within  the 
limits  of  any  such  highway,  except  where  otherwise 
approved  by  the  City. 

"ARTICLE  VIII— In  view  of  the  fact  that  City 
presently  has  plans  for  construction  of  an  arterial 
highway,  hereinafter  sometimes  referred  to  as 
'Herring  Run  Parkway',  on  property,  owned  by 
City,  on  the  northeast  side  of  Herring  Run  Park 
crossing  the  alignment  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
Project;  and,  whereas.  Commission  intends  to  con- 
struct, as  part  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project,  in 
this  same  vicinity,  an  Interchange  which  will  con- 
duct traffic  from  the  northbound  and  southbound 
roadways  of  Pulaski  Highway  to  the  northbound  and 
southbound  roadways  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
Project;  and,  whereas,  engineering  studies  indicate 
that  the  most  feasible  and  economical  plan  would 
provide  for  common  roadways  for  the  aforesaid  In- 
terchange and  proposed  Herring  Run  Parkway  from 
Pulaski  Highway  to  a  point  on  the  northwest  side 
of  the  mainline  roadways  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
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Project ;  Commission  and  City  agree  that  construc- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  Interchange  shall  be  accom- 
plished, at  no  cost  to  City,  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
connecting  roadway  from  Pulaski  Highway  to  the 
northwest  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Patapsco 
Tunnel  Project  may  be  incorporated  as  a  part  of 
proposed  Herring  Run  Parkway.  All  such  construc- 
tion shall  be  accomplished  according  to  plans  agreed 
upon  by  City  and  Commission. 

"Commission  hereby  agrees  to  grant  to  City,  at  no 
cost  to  City,  at  that  date  when  City  initiates  con- 
struction of  Herring  Run  Parkway,  the  perpetual 
right  and  easement  to  use,  as  a  one-way  westbound 
roadway,  all  that  portion  of  roadway,  and  ap- 
purtenances thereto,  which  constitute  the  aforesaid 
Interchange  and  which  extend  from  Pulaski  High- 
way to  the  northwest  side  of  the  roadways  of  the 
Patapsco  Tunnel  Project,  including  but  not  being 
limited  to  the  overpasses  of  Pulaski  Highway  and 
the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project.  Excluded  from  said 
right  and  easement  shall  be  all  such  portions  of 
said  roadways  which  will  be  required  as  ramps  from 
proposed  Herring  Run  Parkway  to  the  mainline 
roadways  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project.  City 
agrees,  from  the  date  its  right  and  easement  be- 
come effective,  to  maintain,  repair,  and  renew  all 
such  portions  of  said  roadways,  structures,  ap- 
proaches, and  appurtenances  thereto,  including  but 
not  being  limited  to  slopes,  drainage,  and  seeded 
areas.  Excepted  from  such  maintenance  shall  be 
that  bridge  which  overpasses  the  roadway  of  the 
Patpasco  Tunnel  Project;  Commission  agrees  to 
maintain,  repair,  and  renew  this  structure,  with 
the  exception  of  the  wearing  surface  and  approaches 
thereto. 

**In  addition.  Commission  hereby  agrees  to  grant 
to  City,  at  no  cost  to  City,  on  the  date  when  City 
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initiates  construction  of  Herring  Run  Parkway,  the 
perpetual  right  and  easement  to  construct,  use,  main- 
tain, repair,  and  renew  for  use  as  a  one-way  east- 
bound  roadway,  an  additional  roadway  on,  over,  and 
through  land  which  Commission  has  acquired  for 
construction  of  the  aforesaid  Interchange.  Said 
additional  roadway  shall  be  more  or  less  parallel  to 
the  then  existing  roadway.  Commission  further 
agrees,  at  the  time  of  construction  of  Herring  Run 
Parkway,  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed, 
at  no  cost  to  City,  an  additional  bridge,  or  widen  the 
existing  bridge,  exclusive  of  the  approaches  thereto, 
to  overpass  the  mainline  roadways  of  the  Patapsco 
Tunnel  Project  and  become  an  integral  part  of  the 
one-way  eastbound  lane  of  Herring  Run  Parkway. 
Said  bridge  shall  be  located  immediately  adjacent  to 
the  existing  bridge  and  shall  provide  a  width  of 
roadway  equivalent  thereto.  Commission  agrees  to 
maintain,  repair,  and  renew  said  bridge  except  for 
the  wearing  surface  and  approaches  to  said  bridge. 
Commission  assumes  no  responsibility  for  costs  of 
an  additional  bridge  to  overpass  Pulaski  Highway. 
All  construction  shall  be  accomplished  in  accordance 
with  plans  agreed  upon  by  City  and  Commission. 

"Commission  reserves  the  right,  at  any  time, 
within  the  limits  of  the  aforegoing  easements,  to 
construct  entrances  to  Herring  Run  Parkway  for 
use  as  roadways  to  serve  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
Project. 

"Upon  cessation  of  the  use  by  City  of  the  rights 
and  easements  granted  in  this  Article  VHI,  said 
rights  and  easements  shall  cease  and  terminate  and 
Commission  shall  hold  its  land  and  property  as  if 
the  rights  and  easements  had  never  been  granted; 
and  City  shall  remove,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense, 
the  aforesaid  overpass,  roadways,  and  all  ap- 
purtenances thereto  from  said  land  and  restore  said 
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land,  roadways,  and  appurtenances  thereto  sub- 
stantially to  the  condition  in  which  they  were  found 
at  the  beginning  of  construction  of  Herring  Run 
Parkway. 

''City  and  Commission  further  agree  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article  VIII,  insofar  as  it  applies  to 
the  rights  and  easements  to  be  granted  to  City,  by 
Commission,  shall  apply  only  in  the  event  City 
initiates  construction  of  Herring  Run  Parkway  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  aforesaid  Interchange  and  then 
only  if  Herring  Run  Parkway,  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
aforesaid  Interchange,  shall  consist  of  two  separate 
and  distinct  roadways  separated  by  a  medium  strip. 
Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  provisions  of  this 
Article  VIII  be  construed  to  give  City  the  right  to 
use  the  roadway  originally  constructed  as  part  of 
the  aforesaid  Interchange  as  a  two-directional  road- 
way. 

''During  construction  of  Herring  Run  Parkway, 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  aforesaid  Interchange,  City 
agrees  to  maintain  traffic  entering  or  leaving  the 
mainline  roadways  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project 
to  or  from  the  Pulaski  Highway  and  all  costs  of 
maintaining  such  traffic  shall  be  borne  by  City. 

"ARTICLE  IX— That  the  City  will,  by  appro- 
priate proceedings,  close  any  public  highways  or 
portions  thereof  required  by  the  construction  of  the 
Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  and,  upon  completion  of 
said  proceedings,  have  an  ordinance  or  ordinances 
introduced  in  the  City  Council  providing  that  the 
Board  of  Estimates  be  authorized  to  convey  to  the 
Commission  the  City's  right,  title,  and  interest  in 
said  highways  or  portions  thereof;  the  Commission 
to  pay  to  the  City  as  compensation  for  the  City's 
rights  therein  the  appraised  value  as  determined  by 
mutual  agreement  between  City  and  the  Commis- 
sion. 
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"ARTICLE  X— That  the  Commission  shall  pay 
to  the  City  all  costs,  expenses,  and  damages  (as  de- 
termined by  the  Department  of  Assessments  of 
Baltimore  City  and/or  court  of  final  determination) 
involved  in  any  and  all  condemnation  and  opening 
and  condemnation  and  closing  ordinances  with 
reference  to  any  highway  or  portion  thereof  to  be 
closed,  and  any  and  all  proceedings  pursuant  to  said 
ordinances  as  the  Department  of  Assessments  of  the 
City  may  find  to  be  necessary  for  said  purpose  from 
time  to  time. 

"ARTICLE  XI— That  the  City  will  grant,  or  cause 
to  be  granted,  insofar  as  it  can  legally  do  so,  ease- 
ments, riparian  rights,  and  other  interests  in  City 
property  other  than  public  highways  required  in 
connection  with  said  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project. 

"ARTICLE  XII— That  the  Commission  shall,  in- 
sofar as  it  has  the  legal  right  so  to  do,  indemnify  the 
City  and  save  it  harmless  against  and  from  any 
and  all  suits,  claims,  costs  and  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  such  suits  or  claims,  and  damages  (as  de- 
termined by  the  Department  of  Assessments  and/or 
court  of  final  determination),  which  the  City  may 
at  any  time  or  times  incur,  suffer,  sustain,  or  be 
subjected  to  directly  or  indirectly  (and  whether  such 
suits,  claims,  costs  and  expenses  in  connection  with 
such  suits  or  claims,  and  damages  be  suffered  or  sus- 
tained by  the  City  or  by  other  persons  and/or 
corporations  to  whom  the  City  is  or  may  become 
liable  therefor)  by  reason  of,  on  account  of,  or  in 
any  way  resulting  from — 

(a)  the  opening  or  attempted  opening  of  any 
highway  or  part  thereof  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project ; 
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(b)  the  closing  or  attempted  closing  of  any  high- 
way or  part  thereof  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project; 

(c)  the  construction,  erection,  and/or  maintenance 
of  anj^  structure  or  structures  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Commission  in,  on,  over,  and/or  across  said  area  of 
the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project; 

(d)  any  work  done  or  operations  conducted  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  as  w^ell  as  the  con- 
struction, storage,  and/or  maintenance  of  any  struc- 
tures, materials,  and/or  equipment  over,  above, 
across,  and/or  near  any  public  Facilities  and/or  ap- 
purtenances in  said  area  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel 
Project; 

(e)  the  discontinuance,  abandonment,  removal, 
extension,  construction,  reconstruction,  adjustment, 
alteration,  repair,  and/or  relocation  of  any  and  all 
now  existing  or  relocated  public  Facilities  and  ap- 
purtenances in,  about,  adjacent,  and/or  appurtenant 
to  said  area  of  the  Patapsco  Tunnel  Project,  and 
necessitated  by  the  construction  thereof,  which  may 
be  or  become  necessary  from  time  to  time  because 
of  the  opening  and  closing  of  any  highway  or  por- 
tion thereof,  the  conveyance  of  any  easements,  ri- 
parian rights,  or  other  interests  in  property  of  the 
City,  and/or  because  of  any  construction,  work, 
operation,  storage  of  materials  or  equipment,  and/or 
maintenance  of  structures  in  connection  with  the 
Patapsco  Tunnel  Project  on  behalf  of  the  said  Com- 
mission, its  successors  or  assigns ; 

(f)  any  and  all  neglects  and/or  failures  of  the 
Commission,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  promptly 
and  properly  abide  by  and  perform  any  and  all  of 
the  terms,  conditions,  provisions,  and  stipulations 
of  this  Agreement. 
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"ARTICLE  XIII— All  the  terms,  provisions,  and 
obligations  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  parties  hereto,  their  respective  successors  and 
assigns. 

"ARTICLE  XIV— All  the  terms,  provisions,  and 
obligations  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  and  continue 
in  full  force  and  effect  notwithstanding — 

(a)  the  passage  and  approval  of  any  ordinance  or 
ordinances  of  the  City  pertaining  to  the  subject 
matter  of  this  Agreement; 

(b)  any  opening  or  closing  proceedings  covering 
any  highway  or  portion  thereof;  and/or 

(c)  any  conveyance  made  by  the  City,  the  Com- 
mission, or  either  of  them,  as  provided  for  in  this 
Agreement. 

"ARTICLE  XV— It  is  understood  and  agreed  that 
this  Agreement  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil for  ratification  by  an  ordinance  of  the  City,  upon 
which  ratification  it  shall  become  effective  and,  unless 
so  ratified,  this  Agreement  shall  be  null  and  void.

rentals  and  comply  with  the  conditions  as  to  the  use 
of  said  conduits  and  subway  system,  now  established 
or  which  hereafter  may  be  established  by  any  or-

ments on  the  29th  day  of  May  in  the  year  1956,  and 
is  now  on  file  in  the  said  Office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
said  highway  shall  have  been  closed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance,  all  subsurface  structures 
and  appurtenances  now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  and  continue  to 
be  the  property  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  in  fee  simple,  until  the  use  thereof  shall 
be  abandoned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  in  the  event  that  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  desire  to  remove,  alter  or  interfere 
therewith,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
first  obtain  permission  and  permits  therefor  from 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  shall 
in  the  application  for  such  permission  and  permits 
agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges  of  every  kind  and 
nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal,  alteration  or 
interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
buildings  or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  con- 
structed or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  highway 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  closed  until  the  sub- 
surface structures  and  appurtenances  over  which 
said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or 
shall  have  been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  or  persons  or  body  corporate 
desiring  to  erect  such  buildings  or  structures.  Rail- 
road tracks  shall  be  taken  to  be  ''structures"  within 
the  meaning  of  this  section. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and 
after  the  closing  of  said  highway,  the  said  Mayor 
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and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its 
duly  authorized  representatives,  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  access  to  said  property  and  to  all  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it  therein, 
for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance,  repair, 
alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement,  of  any  or 
all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and  this 
without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
proceedings  of  said  Department  of  Assessments, 
with  reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of 
said  Alleys  and  the  proceedings  and  rights  of  all 
parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be  regu- 
lated by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and  all  ap- 
plicable provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of  Balti- 
more City  (1949  Edition)  and  any  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all  or- 
dinances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect 
which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assess- 
ments and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference.

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement,  dated 
October  20,  1949,  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
concerning  the  replacement  of  the  railroad's  present  timber 
pile  trestle  bridge  over  the  Patapsco  River  at  a  point  south- 
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west  of  Hanover  street  and  west  of  Potee  Street  in  the 
vicinity  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  where  it 
now  exists  with  a  modern  concrete  and  steel  structure. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement, 
dated  October  20,  1949,  by  and  between  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  said  Agreement  being 
as  follows : 

This  Agreement,  made  this  20th  day  of  October 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  be- 
tween The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a  corporation  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  here- 
in called  "Railroad,"  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a  munici- 
pal corporation  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  herein 
called  "City,"  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth : 

Whereas,  Railroad's  Curtis  Bay  Branch  crosses 
the  Patapsco  River  at  a  point  southwest  of  Hanover 
Street  and  west  of  Potee  Street  in  the  vicinity  of 
Brooklyn,  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland;  and 

Whereas,  the  City  is  planning  to  develop  for 
park  purposes  the  area  south  and  north  of  Rail- 
road's Curtis  Bay  Branch  where  said  branch  crosses 
the  Patapsco  River  as  aforesaid  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, Maryland ;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  proposed  at  some  future  time  to 
eliminate  certain  railroad  grade  crossings  in  the 
vicinity  of  Brooklyn,  Baltimore  City,  Maryland;  and 

Whereas,  Railroad  desires  to  replace  its  present 
timber  pile  trestle  bridge  over  the  Patapsco  River 
with  a  modern  concrete  and  steel  structure  and  has 
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heretofore  applied  to  the  City  for  a  permit  covering 
such  structure,  the  new  bridge  to  be  located  adjacent 
to  Railroad's  present  wooden  bridge  and,  upon  com- 
pletion of  said  new  bridge,  to  relocate  its  tracks  in 
such  location  as  to  fit  in  with  the  plans  when  the 
above-mentioned  grade  crossings  in  Brooklyn  are 
eliminated;  and 

Whereas,  City  is  willing  to  permit  Railroad  to 
relocate  its  bridge  across  the  Patapsco  River  as 
aforesaid  and  to  convey  all  the  City's  right,  title 
and  interest  in  and  to  land  necessary  for  the  re- 
location of  Railroad's  tracks  in  exchange  for  a  con- 
veyance by  Railroad  of  its  right,  title  and  interest 
in  and  to  such  portion  of  the  present  right-of-way 
not  used  for  through  track  purposes  after  such  re- 
location. 

Now  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises 
and  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  to  be  kept  and 
performed  by  the  parties  hereto,  it  is  agreed  between 
them  as  follows: 

1.  City  will,  in  so  far  as  it  has  authority,  au- 
thorize Railroad  to  construct  a  new  bridge  across 
the  Patapsco  River  at  the  location  and  in  accordance 
with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Harbor  Engineer  and  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City. 

2.  City  agrees  to  grant  and  convey  to  Railroad 
all  its  right,  title  and  interest,  if  any,  in  and  to  a 
strip  or  parcel  of  land  forty  (40)  feet  wide  at 
Railroad's  subgrade  as  established  for  the  proposed 
elimination  of  grade  crossings  in  the  vicinity  of 
Brooklyn,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  such  additional 
lands  as  may  be  required  for  slopes,  said  parcel 
being  more  particularly  described  as  follows ; 
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Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Westerly  building  line 
of  Potee  Street,  said  point  being  North  21  degrees 
26  minutes  30  seconds  East  30.9  feet  from  valuation 
Station  133  plus  94.1  in  the  center  line  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company's  Curtis  Bay 
Branch;  thence  North  82  degrees  42  minutes  30 
seconds  West  3196.2  feet  to  a  point  in  the  Easterly 
property  line  of  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company's  Curtis  Bay  Branch;  thence  with  said 
Easterly  property  line  North  23  degrees  28  minutes 
East  41.6  feet  to  a  point;  thence  South  82  degrees 
42  minutes  30  seconds  East  3194.7  feet  to  a  point  on 
the  aforesaid  Westerly  building  line  of  Potee  Street ; 
thence  with  said  westerly  building  line  South  21  de- 
grees 26  minutes  30  seconds  West  41.3  feet  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  containing  2.9  acres,  more  or 
less,  all  as  shown  on  print  of  Drawing  No.  1647  pre- 
pared in  Office  of  Regional  Engineer,  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  and 
made  a  part  hereof. 

3.  Railroad  agrees  to  (a)  not  do  or  cause  to  be 
done,  any  matter  or  thing  whatsoever  in  the  placing 
of  fill  or  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said 
new  bridge  and  relocation  of  its  Curtis  Bay  Branch, 
that  will  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  flow  of 
drainage  from  the  5'  -  0"  x  3'  -  6^'  reinforced  con- 
crete storm  water  drain,  constructed  on  piles,  under 
and  across  Potee  Street  and  discharging  at  a  point 
located  40'  west  of  the  west  building  line  of  Potee 
Street  and  9'  south  of  the  center  line  of  said  40' 
strip  of  land  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Railroad  by  the 
City,  which  drain  carries  all  the  storm  water  drain- 
age from  a  large  section  of  Brooklyn  and  adjacent 
territory;  or  (b)  if  the  said  fill,  construction  of  said 
new  bridge  and/or  relocation  of  its  tracks  now,  or 
at  any  time  in  the  future,  interferes  with  the  said 
storm  water  drain  and/or  the  discharge  of  drainage

therefrom,  relocate  and  reconstruct  the  said  storm 
water  drain,  and  provide  and  construct  such  other 
drainage  facilities  required  because  of  the  Rail- 
road's work,  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Sewerage 
Engineer,  will  be  necessary  to  adequately  and 
properly  drain  said  area. 

Any  and  all  work  referred  to  in  this  paragraph 
shall  be  constructed,  installed  and  done  at  the  entire 
cost,  expense  and  risk  of  the  Railroad  and  under 
the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sewer- 
age Engineer  of  the  City. 

4.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  entire  re- 
location of  Railroad's  tracks  will  not  be  completed 
until  the  proposed  elimination  of  the  grade  cross- 
ings in  the  vicinity  of  Brooklyn  are  completed  and 
that  at  such  time  as  this  is  done  the  Railroad  will 
convey  to  the  City  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest 
in  and  to  that  portion  of  its  present  right-of-way, 
not  required  for  maintaining  its  through  line  tracks 
between  Val.  Sta.  133  plus  94.1  and  165  plus  82.7. 

5.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that 
nothing  in  this  Agreement,  nor  anything  done  pur- 
suant thereto,  shall  ever  be  held,  taken,  or  con- 
strued to  affect  or  prejudice,  in  any  way,  or  to  any 
extent,  any  question  that  is  or  may  become  in  dis- 
pute between  the  parties  hereto,  regarding  the 
aforesaid  proposed  elimination  of  any  or  all  of  said 
grade  crossings  in  Brooklyn,  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
and  the  claims,  rights,  and/or  obligations  of  said 
parties  hereto,  or  either  of  them,  in  and  in  connec- 
tion with  said  proposed  elimination  of  any  or  all  of 
said  grade  crossings. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  has  caused  these  presents  to  be 
signed  by  R.  L.  Snodgrass,  its  Vice  President,  and  its 
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corporate  seal  attached,  attested  by  C.  A.  Rausch,  its 
Secretary,  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  has  caused  the  same  to  be  executed  by 
Thomas  D'Alesandro,  Jr.,  Mayor,  duly  attested  by 
the  City  Treasurer.

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement  dated 
November  7,  1952  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  concern- 
ing the  elimination  of  railroad  crossings  at  grade  to  re- 
located elevated  tracks  and  bridges  in  the  vicinity  of 
Chesapeake  Avenue,  Hanover  Street  and  Potee  Street,  and 
the  authorization  of  exchange  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  railroad  company  of  certain 
parcels  of  land  to  be  used  for  highway  purposes  by  the 
City.  The  parcels  of  land  to  be  conveyed  by  the  City  being 
no  longer  needed  for  public  use. 

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained   by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement  dated 
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November  7,  1952  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed,  said  Agreement  being  as  fol- 
lows: 

This  Agreement,  made  this  7th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1952,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  herein- 
after sometimes  called  *'City"  and  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  a  body  corporate,  duly 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, party  of  the  second  part,  hereinafter  sometimes 
called  ''Railroad." 

STATEMENT 

Railroad  owns  a  railroad  right  of  way,  and  has 
heretofore  constructed  and  is  now  maintaining  and 
operating  a  railroad  and  appurtenances  thereto  on 
said  right  of  way  extending  in  part  through  the 
territorial  limits  of  City.  Said  railroad  crosses  cer- 
tain public  highways  of  City,  one  now  known  as 
Chesapeake  Avenue  at  two  places,  the  first  by  means 
of  an  overhead  bridge  owned  by  Railroad,  and  the 
second  at  grade,  and  three  others  now  known  as 
Second  Street,  Hanover  Street  and  Potee  Street, 
respectively,  at  grade. 

City  and  Railroad  now  desire  to  have  these  cross- 
ings at  grade  eliminated,  and  Railroad  desires  to 
abandon  the  overhead  crossing  of  Chesapeake  Ave- 
nue and  to  have  certain  streets  and  alleys  closed. 
City  and  Railroad  are  willing  to  cooperate  with  each 
other  in  bringing  about  this  improvement. 

City  and  Railroad  have  agreed  on  the  plan  for 
this  improvement  generally  as  follows : 
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Both  crossings  of  Chesapeake  Avenue  and  the  one 
at  Second  Street  are  to  be  closed  and  abolished.  The 
grade  crossings  at  Hanover  Street  and  Potee  Street 
are  to  be  abolished,  and  Railroad's  tracks  are  to  be 
elevated  between  Station  106  +  71.25  and  Station 
171  +  30.0  to  cross  these  two  streets  overhead  at 
different  locations  on  double  track,  steel  and  con- 
crete bridges.  Railroad's  present  Bridge  No.  3-A 
over  the  Patapsco  River  is  to  be  raised  to  meet  the 
track  elevation  approach  grade  and  double  tracked 
to  facilitate  carrying  out  the  entire  project.  Shell 
Road  will  be  extended  as  a  new  street  80  feet  wide 
along  the  north  side  of  Railroad's  Curtis  Bay  Yard 
from  the  angle  point  in  present  Shell  Road  to  a  con- 
nection with  Frankfurst  Avenue.  Chesapeake  Ave- 
nue is  to  be  widened  to  80  feet  from  Ninth  Street 
to  a  point  w^est  of  Fifth  Street  and  a  new  street  80 
feet  wide  constructed  from  this  point  to  Hanover 
Street. 

City  and  Railroad  have  further  agreed  that  it  is 
to  their  mutual  advantage  that  the  bridges  carrying 
said  railroad  tracks  over  Potee  Street  and  Hanover 
Street  be  built  at  different  locations  from  the  present 
grade  crossings  of  said  highways,  to  facilitate  the 
movement  of  traffic  on  the  railroad  and  of  vehicular 
traffic  over  the  said  highways  and  so  that  said  Rail- 
road may  operate  over  its  present  tracks  while  the 
new  bridges  are  being  built,  and  to  that  end,  acting 
pursuant  to  the  power  and  authority  granted  it  by 
Chapter  60  of  the  Laws  of  1948,  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates has  agreed,  subject  to  ratification  and  ap- 
proval by  ordinance,  as  hereinafter  provided,  that 
City  will  grant  to  Railroad  the  right  to  cross  over 
Potee  Street  and  Hanover  Street  at  such  new  loca- 
tions, in  substitution  for  the  surrender  of  Railroad's 
rights  to  cross  over  Potee  Street  and  Hanover  Street 
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at  the  present  locations,  all  as  is  more  particularly 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

Railroad  desires,  in  connection  with  this  improve- 
ment, to  enlarge  its  Curtis  Bay  Yard  and  construct 
tracks  and  facilities  required  for  same. 

A  plan  designated  'The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company,  Balitmore  Terminal  Div.,  Curtis  Bay 
Branch,  Proposed  Grade  Separation  and  Related 
Street  Changes,  Brooklyn,  Md.,"  numbered  37421 
and  dated  July  12,  1951,  prepared  in  the  office  of 
Chief  Engineer  of  Railroad,  showing  this  project  is 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  No.  1,  and  made  in  all 
respects  a  part  hereof. 

For  the  purpose  of  evidencing  this  agreement  be- 
tween the  parties  hereto  as  to  the  construction  of  the 
grade  crossing  elimination  project,  maintenance  of 
same,  enlargement  of  Curtis  Bay  Yard,  and  division 
of  cost,  this  agreement  is  entered  into. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth, 
that  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  mutual 
covenants  and  undertakings  herein  set  forth,  the 
parties  hereto  agree  as  follows : 

1.  Railroad  will  prepare  all  detail  plans  and  speci- 
fications necessary  for  the  construction,  rearrange- 
ment and/or  relocation  of  all  items  of  Railroad  work 
required  to  elevate  its  tracks  for  the  elimination  of 
grade  crossings  at  Chesapeake  Avenue,  Second 
Street,  Hanover  Street,  and  Potee  Street,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City;  and  the  Railroad,  either  itself  or  through  its 
agents  or  contractors,  will,  with  reasonable  promp- 
titude, after  ratification  of  this  agreement  by  ordi- 
nance, construct  all  items  of  Railroad  work  involved 
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in  the  grade  crossing  elimination  project.  Railroad 
shall  have  supervision  of  all  items  of  railroad  work, 
including  the  control  of  scheduling  of  work  and 
measures  related  to  safety  of  such  work  and  to  the 
safety  and  continuity  of  Railroad  operations. 

2.  It  is  understood  that  the  construction  of  new 
bridges,  alterations  to  present  bridges,  grading, 
drainage,  demolition  of  buildings  in  connection  with 
the  project  will  be  let  in  contract  by  Railroad,  and 
that,  in  so  far  as  possible.  Railroad,  with  its  own 
forces,  will  construct  or  relocate  and/or  change 
tracks,  signals,  interlocking,  water  facilities,  pole 
lines,  or  other  facilities  of  the  Railroad  required  in 
connection  with  this  project.  Railroad  shall  prepare 
all  detail  plans  and  specifications  and  terms  of  any 
contract  documents  for  work  to  be  done  by  contract, 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
of  the  Cit3%  and  shall  award  any  such  contract,  sub- 
ject to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Balti- 
more City. 

3.  City  will  prepare  all  detail  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  terms  of  any  contract  documents  for 
work  necessary  for  the  construction  of  new  streets, 
rearrangement,  relocation,  and/or  widening  of  all 
streets  involved  in  this  project,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Railroad,  and  the 
City  will  construct,  rearrange,  relocate  and/or 
widen,  or  cause  to  have  these  items  of  work  per- 
formed, for  all  street  work  in  connection  with  this 
project,  including  grading,  paving,  curbs,  drainage 
and  other  required  structures  and  facilities.  The 
City  will  also  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed, 
the  extension  of  the  existing  storm  water  drain 
westwardly  from  its  terminus  west  of  Potee  Street 
to  a  new  outlet,  as  required,  together  with  any  alter- 
ations or  adjustments  necessary  to  this  drain. 
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Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  agreement 
shall  (unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  for  here- 
in) in  any  way  or  manner,  alter  or  change  any  pro- 
vision or  provisions  contained  in  the  Agreement 
dated  October  20,  1949,  by  and  between  The  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  covering  the  recon- 
struction of  Railroad's  Bridge  No.  3-A  over  the 
Patapsco  River  in  Brooklyn,  Baltimore,  Maryland; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  claims,  charges,  and/ 
or  liabilities  which  may  have  heretofore  arisen,  ac- 
crued, or  become  due  against  the  Railroad  under  or 
by  virtue  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  agree- 
ment be  held  to  be  waived  or  released  in  any  way  by 
reason  of  the  execution  of  this  agreement;  the  said 
Railroad  hereby  assuming  responsibility  for  all  of 
said  claims,  charges,  and/or  liabilities,  as  fully  and 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  this  agreement  had  not 
been  made. 

City  will  remove  or  relocate  or  cause  to  be  removed 
or  relocated,  all  public  utilities  owned  by  City. 

City  will  also  arrange  for  the  reconstruction  or 
relocation  of  all  public  utilities  owned  by  private 
companies  required  in  connection  with  the  project, 
it  being  understood  that  all  cost  and  expense  involved 
in  removal  or  relocation  of  these  facilities  is  to  be 
borne  by  their  respective  owners. 

Provided,  however,  that  if  for  any  reason  the  said 
owners  of  such  utilities  are  not  under  legal  obliga- 
tion to  remove  or  relocate  these  facilities  at  their 
own  cost  and  expense,  the  cost  and  expense  of  the 
removal  or  relocation  of  all  such  utilities  in  connec- 
tion with  the  grade  crossing  elimination  project  and 
highway  changes  related  thereto  shall  be  included  in 
the  cost  of  the  project  to  be  borne  equally  by  the  City 
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and  the  Railroad,  but  the  cost  and  expense  of  the 
removal  and  relocation  of  such  utilities  in  connnec- 
tion  with  the  enlargement  of  Railroad's  Curtis  Bay 
Yard,  the  extension  of  new  Shell  Road,  and  the  clos- 
ing of  streets  and  alleys  required  by  the  enlargement 
of  Railroad's  Curtis  Bay  Yard,  shall  be  borne  en- 
tirely by  the  Railroad. 

4.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  of  the  work 
to  be  performed  by  City  in  connection  with  this 
project  will  be  let  in  contract  by  City,  or  performed 
by  its  own  forces.  All  such  work  by  City  shall  be 
done  in  accordance  with  Standard  Specifications  of 
City  in  force  on  the  date  of  the  award  of  the  contract 
or  contracts,  together  with  such  special  provisions 
as  may  be  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  Railroad. 

5.  Upon  ratification  and  approval  of  this  agree- 
ment by  ordinance,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  agreement  only.  Rail- 
road shall  convey,  or  cause  to  be  conveyed  to  City  by 
deed,  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  all 
of  its  right,  title,  and  interest  to  land  now  owned  or 
controlled  by  Railroad  and  required  for  street  pur- 
Doses,  at  no  cost  to  the  project,  and  City  shall  convey 
unto  Railroad  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest  to 
land  now  owned  or  controlled  by  City  and  required 
for  Railroad  purposes,  at  no  cost  to  the  project. 

All  other  land  required  for  the  grade  crossing 
elimination  project  only  (within  the  limits  indicated 
by  the  tracks  shaded  red  on  said  plat  and  including 
the  land  needed  for  the  widening  of  Chesapeake 
Avenue  west  of  Ninth  Street)  shall  be  acquired 
either  by  Railroad  or  City,  and  all  cost  involved  in 
securing  these  land  rights  will  be  included  in  the  cost 
of  the  grade  crossing  elimination  project. 
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6.  Upon  ratification  and  approval  of  the  Agree- 
ment by  ordinance,  as  hereinafter  provided,  Rail- 
road shall  deed  or  cause  to  be  deeded  unto  City  (a) 
for  highway  purposes,  all  land  now  owned,  con- 
trolled, or  hereafter  acquired  by  Railroad  which  is 
required  for  the  opening  and/or  widening  of  any  and 
all  highways  provided  for  herein,  reserving,  how- 
ever, to  the  Railroad  the  right  to  cross  over  the  pro- 
posed new  80-foot  Shell  Road  at  grade  with  two  rail- 
road tracks;  (b)  surrender  unto  City  the  rights  now 
held  by  Railroad  to  cross  Potee  Street  and  Hanover 
Street;  and  (c)  City  shall  deed  unto  Railroad  cor- 
responding rights  to  cross  over  said  Potee  Street  and 
Hanover  Street  at  the  new  locations  in  substitution 
for  the  rights  to  cross  said  Potee  Street  and  Hanover 
Street  surrendered  by  Railroad,  together  with  cer- 
tain lots  or  parcels  of  ground  situate,  lying  or  being 
in  Baltimore  City,  all  as  substantially  set  forth  in  the 
form  of  deed  attached  hereto  marked  Exhibit  No.  2 
and  made  a  part  hereof.  The  deed  shall  be  duly 
recorded  in  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  City. 

7.  City  will  secure  the  closing  of  existing  streets 
and  alleys  by  introducing  an  ordinance  or  ordinances 
in  the  City  Council,  authorizing  appropriate  proceed- 
ings to  close  and  vacate  the  streets  or  alleys  shown 
shaded  in  green  on  the  aforementioned  Exhibit  No. 
1,  and  when  said  streets  and  alleys  shall  be  closed  by 
due  and  lawful  proceedings,  an  ordinance  will  be  in- 
troduced in  the  City  Council,  providing  that  the 
Board  of  Estimates  be  authorized  to  convey  to  the 
Railroad  all  of  the  City's  Right,  title,  and  interest 
in  and  to  the  said  portions  of  said  streets  and  alleys, 
subject  to  the  reservations,  terms,  and  provisions 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

City  shall  reserve  in  the  above-mentioned  con- 
veyances, or  the  Railroad  will  grant  or  cause  to  be

granted  to  the  City  and/or  to  the  owners  of  utilities, 
if  any,  which  must  remain  in  service,  all  necessary 
rights  for  the  inspection,  testing,  maintenance, 
alterations,  reconstruction,  relocation,  repair  and/or 
renewal  of  any  and  all  existing  surface  and  subsur- 
face utility  structures  and  appurtenances  in  said 
portions  of  said  streets  and  alleys  to  be  closed, 
ownership  of  which  is  retained  by  the  City  and/or 
other  owners,  together  with  the  right  of  access  there- 
to at  all  times  for  any  and  all  such  purposes,  by  the 
officers,  agents,  and  employees  of  the  City  and/or 
any  and  all  owners,  tenants,  lessees  and/or  licensees 
of  such  utility  structures. 

8.  Railroad  will  acquire  all  property  required  for 
the  enlargement  of  its  Curtis  Bay  Yard  and  all 
property  necessary  to  permit  the  closing  of  all 
streets  and  alleys  east  of  Ninth  Street  and  included 
in  the  area  required  for  enlargement  of  said  yard, 
together  with  all  property  required  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  extension  of  new  Shell  Road. 

9.  The  parties  hereto  agree  that  they  will  require 
their  respective  contractors  and  subcontractors,  as 
the  case  may  be,  to  procure  and  maintain,  during  the 
progress  of  the  work  to  be  performed  hereunder, 
liability  and  property  damage  insurance  of  the  type 
and  in  the  amounts  normally  required  by  the  City 
and  Railroad,  respectively,  in  work  of  this  character 
and  that  such  insurance  shall  be  so  written  as  to 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  City  and  Railroad,  as 
their  respective  interests  may  appear. 

10.  City  and  Railroad  shall  each,  respectively, 
have  general  charge  of  the  engineering  on  those 
portions  of  the  project  which  each  constructs  or 
causes  to  be  constructed.  In  the  event  that  changes, 
modifications,  or  additions  to  the  plans  are  necessary 
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or  desirable,  all  such  changes,  modifications,  or  addi- 
tions shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Railroad  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  of  City. 

11.  The  net  cost  of  the  grade  crossing  elimination 
project  and  highway  changes  related  thereto,  be- 
tween Station  106  +  71.25  and  Station  171  +  30.0 
and  including,  but  not  being  limited  to,  the  widening, 
grading,  curbing,  draining,  and  paving  of  (a) 
Chesapeake  Avenue,  80  feet  wide,  between  Ninth 
Street  and  a  point  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  Streets, 
and  (b)  the  extension  of  new  Shell  Road,  80  feet 
wide,  from  the  existing  angle  point  to  a  connection 
with  Frankfurst  Avenue,  shall  be  borne  equally  by 
City  and  Railroad.  The  term  ''net  cost"  as  used 
herein  shall  mean  the  actual  cost  incurred  by  Rail- 
road and  by  City  in  procuring  or  securing  the  per- 
formance of  such  work. 

The  cost  of  the  enlargement  of  Railroad's  Curtis 
Bay  Yard  and  all  cost  involved  in  securing  the  clos- 
ing of  streets  and  alleys  required  by  the  enlargement 
of  Railroad's  Curtis  Bay  Yard  and  condemnation  or 
other  acquisition  of  property  required  for  the  exten- 
sion of  new  Shell  Road  is  to  be  borne  entirely  by  the 
Railroad.  Railroad  agrees  that  it  will  make  no 
charge  for  any  of  its  property  taken  for  the  grade 
crossing  elimination  project,  and  City  agrees  that  it 
will  make  no  charge  for  any  of  its  property  taken 
by  reason  of  construction  of  the  grade  crossing 
project,  the  enlargement  of  Railroad's  Curtis  Bay 
Yard,  and  the  extension  of  new  Shell  Road. 

With  respect  to  all  work  performed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement  by  Railroad  and  by 
City  solely  with  their  own  forces,  the  ''net  cost" 
shall  be  the  actual  cost  incurred  on  the  work,  exclu- 
sive of  general  supervision  and  overhead. 
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The  parties  hereto  agree  that  the  net  amount  of 
any  salvage  realized  by  either  the  City  or  the  Rail- 
road in  performing  the  grade  crossing  elimination 
project  shall  be  deducted  from  their  respective  total 
costs  of  the  project  to  be  shared. 

The  City  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  option,  to  in- 
spect and  audit  the  accounting  records  of  Railroad, 
and  the  Railroad  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  option, 
to  inspect  and  audit  the  accounting  records  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  grade  crossing  elimination 
project. 

As  the  work  to  be  performed  on  the  grade  crossing 
project  progresses.  Railroad  and  City  will  render  to 
each  other  monthly  bills  showing  the  cost  of  the  work 
performed  by  each  from  time  to  time,  and  payment 
of  the  percentage  of  such  cost  due  to  the  Railroad 
by  the  City,  and  percentage  of  such  cost  due  to  the 
City  by  the  Railroad  shall  be  made  within  thirty 
days  thereafter.  Final  settlement  under  this  agree- 
ment shall  be  made  as  soon  as  reasonably  possible 
after  the  completion  of  the  grade  crossing  elimina- 
tion project. 

12.  Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as  against 
the  parties  hereto,  any  and  all  damages  or  right  to 
claim  damages  to  any  of  its  property  growing  out 
of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  improvements 
herein  contemplated,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
for  in  this  agreement. 

13.  It  is  agreed  that  Railroad  shall  have  the  right, 
in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  traffic  or 
endanger  the  travelling  public  on  Hanover  Street 
and  Potee  Street,  without  charge  to  the  Railroad,  to 
attach  to  the  structures  over  these  streets,  at  the 
expense  of  Railroad,  any  time  after  their  comple- 
tion, signals,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  telephone  and 
other  wires  and  devices  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature. 
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and  description  now  used  or  hereafter  to  be  used  in 
the  operations  of  Railroad. 

14.  After  completion  of  the  improvements  herein 
contemplated  Railroad  shall,  at  its  sole  cost  and  ex- 
pense, maintain,  repair,  and  reconstruct  all  parts  of 
said  bridges  over  Hanover  Street,  Potee  Street,  and 
the  Patapsco  River,  together  with  all  other  of  its 
facilities  constructed,  reconstructed,  or  changed 
under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  and  City  shall 
maintain,  repair,  and  reconstruct  all  parts  of  the 
highways.  City  sewers,  and  other  City  facilities 
constructed,  reconstructed  or  changed  under  the 
terms  of  this  agreement.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  release  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons from  their  legal  liability  to  respond  to  the  City 
or  the  Railroad,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  damages  for 
injuries  to  the  facilities  of  either  party. 

15.  The  Railroad  shall  be  solely  responsible  for 
and  shall  indemnify  the  City  and  save  it  harmless 
from  and  against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses, 
damages,  costs,  and  expenses  which  the  City  may 
suffer,  sustain  or  be  subjected  to,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, arising  from,  out  of,  by  reason  of,  or  on  ac- 
count of  the  enlargement  of  the  Railroad's  Curtis 
Bay  Yard,  the  closing  of  streets  and  alleys  required 
by  said  yard  enlargement,  or  any  of  them. 

16.  Terms  and  provisions  of  this  agreement  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of,  and  be  binding  upon,  the  suc- 
cessors and  assigns  of  all  parties  thereto. 

17.  This  agreement  shall  be  and  become  the  valid 
and  binding  obligation  of  the  parties  hereto,  accord- 
ing to  its  tenor,  upon  ratification  and  approval  there- 
of by  an  ordinance  duly  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore. 
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In  Witness  Thereof,  the  parties  have  hereunto 
caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly  executed  in 
duplicate  on  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

ing, enlarging,  improving  and  equipping  buildings,  struc- 
tures and  other  facilities  on,  under  or  in  said  land  or  prop 
erty,  or  on,  under  or  in  any  land  or  property  that  is  now 
or  hereafter  may  be  owned  or  othei-wise  held  or  controlled 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  on,  under 
or  in  any  land  or  property  owned  or  otherwise  held  or  con- 
trolled by  any  private,  public  or  quasi-public  corporation, 
partnership,  association,  person  or  other  legal  entity,  for 
storing,  parking  and  sei-v^icing  selfpropelled  vehicles,  and 
for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  necessaiy  or  proper  costs 
and  expenses  connected  with,  or  incident  to,  doing  any  or 
all  of  the  aforegoing  acts  or  things;  provided  no  petroleum 
products  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  at  any  entrance 
to,  or  exit  from,  any  land  so  acquired,  or  at  any  entrance 
to,  or  exit  from,  any  sti-ucture  erected  thereon,  when  any 
entrance  to,  or  exit  from,  any  such  land  or  structure  faces 
a  street  or  highway  which  is  more  than  25  feet  wide  from 
curb  to  curb;  and  provided  further,  that  all  of  said  land, 
property  or  improvements  shall  be  developed,  improved, 
held  or  disposed  of  as  provided  by  law;  to  confer  and  im- 
pose upon  the  Off-Street  Parking  Commission  of  Baltimore 
City  certain  powers  and  duties;  to  provide  certain  conditions 
which  must  be  complied  with  before  the  proceeds  of  sale 
of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  may  be  expended;  to 
authorize  the  submission  of  this  ordinance  to  the  legal 
voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  dis-

1611,  approved  April  4,  1951,  the  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more in  an  amount  not  exceeding  Five  Million  Dol- 
lars ($5,000,000.00)  were  authorized  to  be  issued  for 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  Chapter  29  of  the  Acts 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1951 ;  and 

Whereas,  additional  money  is  now  needed  for 
said  purposes;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  Five  Million  Dollars  ($5,000,- 
000.00)  from  time  to  time  as  the  same  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  and  the 
said  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  sold  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  from  time  to  time  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
said  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  used  for  the

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  when- 
ever and  as  often  as  The  Off-street  Parking  Com- 
mission   of    Baltimore    City    and    the    Board    of 
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Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more both  certify  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
of  said  municipality  that  a  certain  sum  or  sums  of 
money  is  or  are  needed  for  any  of  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned  for  which  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness may  be  used,  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
shall  issue  and  sell  so  much  of  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  the  sum 
or  sums  of  money  certified  as  aforesaid  to  be  needed.

Said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  when  issued, 
shall  bear  such  date  or  dates,  and  shall  bear  interest 
at  such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceeding,  however,  five 
per  centum  (5^c)  per  annum,  and  said  interest 
shall  be  payable  semi-annually  at  such  times  during 
the  respective  periods  that  the  series  in  which  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness  are  issued  may  run;  all 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  at  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  any  of  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness. 

A  portion  of  the  principal  of  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness  may  or  may  not  be  made  payable  an- 
nually and  all  or  any  portion  of  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness:  may  or  may  not  be  issued  in  series 
maturing  at  stated  periods;  may  or  may  not  be 
registered;  may  or  may  not  have  interest  coupons 
attached;  may  or  may  not  be  issued  subject  to  being 
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declared  or  becoming  due  prior  to  the  maturity  date 
thereof ;  may  or  may  not  be  redeemed  prior  to  their 
maturity  date  with  or  without  the  payment  of  any 
premium  in  connection  therewith ;  all  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  at  the 
time  of  the  issuance  of  any  of  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  sum 
sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  on  any  outstanding 
certificates  of  indebtedness,  as  well  as  the  principal 
of  the  current  maturing  series  of  said  certificates, 
shall  be  annually  collected  by  taxation,  and  that  a 
rate  sufficient  to  produce  said  sum  shall  be  levied  in 
each  year  upon  every  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
assessable  property  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  in 
the  proper  proportion  of  any  greater  or  less  amount. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Off-street  Parking  Commission  of  Baltimore  City  is 
hereby  vested  with  full  power  to  administer  and 
supervise  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
certificates  of  indebtedness,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  expenditure  and  disposition  thereof.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  part 
of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be  ex- 
pended until  after  The  Off-street  Parking  Commis- 
sion of  Baltimore  City  has  submitted  its  written 
recommendation,  which  shall  set  forth  the  purposes 
for,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  upon,  which  each 
particular  sum  of  money  is  to  be  expended,  to  the 
Board  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  and  such  recommendation  has  been 
approved  by  said  Board  of  Estimates. 

In  addition,  no  part  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the 
certificates  of  indebtedness  hereby  authorized  to  be 
issued  shall  be  expended  for  actually  constructing, 
erecting,  altering,  expanding,  enlarging,  improving 
or  equipping  any  building,  structure  or  facility  on, 
under  or  in  any  land  or  property,  regardless  of  who 
owns  or  otherwise  holds  or  controls  any  such  land 
or  property,  for  storing,  parking  and  servicing  self- 
propelled  vehicles  (as  distinguished  from  funds 
which  are  necessary  to  be  expended  in  connection 
with  the  acquisition  of  land  or  property  or  the 
preparation  of  plans  or  the  employment  of  assist- 
ants, aides  and  employees  of  The  Off-street  Parking 
Commission  of  Baltimore  City  or  other  matters  or 
things  which  are  usually  and  generally  preliminary 
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to  the  commencement  of  actual  construction  work) 
until  after  the  municipal  corporation,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  its  Board  of  Estimates,  shall  have  entered 
into  a  binding  contract  with  a  private,  public  or 
quasi-public  corporation,  partnership,  association, 
person  or  other  legal  entity  secured  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  said  Board  of  Estimates,  under  the  terms 
of  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
will  be  reimbursed  for  at  least  all  expenditures  of 
money  made  by  it  in  connection  with  the  particular 
project  involved,  and  for  all  interest  charges  paid  or 
to  be  paid  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more on  all  funds  borrowed  by  it  and  expended  in 
connection  with  the  particular  project  involved,  and 
for  all  estimated  real  estate  taxes  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  will  lose  as  a  result  of 
it  acquiring  any  land  or  property  involved  in  the 
particular  project.  Any  such  contract,  after  it  has 
been  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  by  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  affixed  thereto 
duly  attested  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  municipality 
and  approved  by  the  said  Board  of  Estimates,  shall 
constitute  a  legal  and  binding  obligation  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  In  case  any 
construction  or  improvement  be  made  on,  under,  in 
or  appurtenant  to  any  land  or  other  property  now 
or  hereafter  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  the  appraised  value  of  said  land  or 
other  property  shall  be  included  and  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  expenditures  of  money  made  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  connection 
with  the  particular  project  involved  and  shall  be 
given  full  consideration  in  any  such  contract  entered 
into  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  7.    And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness 
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hereby  authorized  to  be  issued,  not  exceeding  the  par 
value  thereof,  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by 
purchase,  lease,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal 
means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  rights  or  inter- 
ests therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  for  de- 
veloping, establishing,  constructing,  erecting,  alter- 
ing, expanding,  enlarging,  improving  and  equipping 
buildings,  structures  and  other  facilities  on,  under 
or  in  said  land  or  property,  or  on,  under  or  in  any 
land  or  property  that  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be 
owned  or  otherwise  held  or  controlled  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  on,  under  or  in 
any  land  or  property  owned  or  othenvise  held  or 
controlled  by  any  private,  public  or  quasi-public 
corporation,  partnership,  association,  person  or

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  dis- 
approval, at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  Balti- 
more City  on  Tuesday,  the  sixth  day  of  November, 
1956. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  copy 
of  this  ordinance  and  notice  of  the  time  for  holding 
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said  election  shall  be  published  in  at  least  two  (2) 
daily  newspapers  published  in  said  City  of  Balti- 
more twice  a  week  for  two  (2)  weeks  prior  to  said 
election. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  certificates 
of  indebtedness  herein  authorized  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  insofar 
as  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  in- 
conisistent  with  the  provisions  of  any  other  law,  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  controlling.

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  new  playgrounds, 
playfields,  recreational  centers  or  recreational  buildings, 
and  for  the  redesign,  development  and  improvement  of 
park,  school  and  other  properties  now  or  hereafter  owned 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  recrea- 
tional purposes,  and  for  the  acquisition  and  installation  of

substituting  therefor  a  general  prohibition,  with  certain 
exceptions,  of  the  taking  of  pictures,  photographs  or 
snapshots  or  of  the  offering  to  furnish  copies  of  pictures 
so  taken,  and  relating  generally  to  the  taking  of  pictures, 
photographs  and  snapshots  in  the  streets,  alleys  and 
public  places  of  this  City  within  a  particular  area  herein 
described. 

Whereas,  street  photographers  in  the  down- 
town section  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  have  made  and 
created  a  nuisance  in  their  persistent  and  continued 
efforts  to  solicit  trade ;  and 

Whereas,  in  some  instances,  photographers  have 
defrauded  residents  and  citizens  of  this  City  by  not 
delivering  service  and  merchandise  as  ordered  and 
contracted  for;  and 

Whereas,  Itinerant  photographers  also  have 
interfered  with  legitimate  business  enterprises 
permanently  located  in  the  City  of  Baltimore; 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  51  and  52  of 
Article  19  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Licenses",  sub-title  "Photographs",  be 
and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  that  said  Sections 
51  and  52  be  and  they  are  hereby  reordained,  to 
stand  in  the  place  of  the  sections  so  repealed,  to  read 
as  follows : 

51.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  on  any 
street,  alley  or  public  place  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
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within  the  outer  limits  of  North  Avenue  on  the 
north,  Pratt  Street  on  the  south,  Paca  Street  on  the 
west  and  the  Fallsway  on  the  east,  to  take  any  pic- 
ture, photograph  or  snapshot,  by  any  process  what- 
soever, of  any  person  and  offer  to  furnish  to  such 
person,  or  to  any  person  selected  by  him,  a  copy 
of  the  picture  so  taken  for  a  consideration  in  any 
form.  The  passing  out  of  written,  printed,  type- 
written or  mimeographed  matter  or  giving  informa- 
tion orally  concerning  the  means  by  which  a  copy 
of  the  picture  taken  may  be  obtained,  is  hereby  de- 
fined to  be  an  offer  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  picture 
taken  for  a  consideration.  The  provisions  of  this 
sub-title  shall  not  be  deemed  to  include  the  taking 
of  a  picture  solely  for  the  purpose  of  reproducing  it 
in  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine  or  periodical  and 
the  sale  of  any  book,  newspaper,  magazine  or 
periodical  containing  any  such  picture  likewise  shall 
not  be  a  violation  of  this  section. 

52.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more 
than  Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00)  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the 
validity  of  any  license  issued  under  said  Sections  51 
and  52  of  Article  19  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code

licenses  currently  issued  under  these  sections,  this 
date  being  January  1,  1957.  It  is  the  legislative

STATEMENT 

''Railroads  own  a  certain  property  and  have  here- 
tofore constructed  and  are  now  maintaining  and 
operating  a  railroad  and  appurtenances  thereto  on 
said  property  extending,  in  part,  through  the  ter- 
ritorial limits  of  City.  Said  railroad  crosses  a  public 
highway  of  City  now  known  as  'Loch  Raven  Road'  by 
means  of  an  overhead  bridge  owned  by  Railroads, 
which  carries  the  tracks  of  said  Railroads  over  the 
highway,  and  Railroads  are  about  to  replace  this 
existing  obsolete  bridge  structure  (designated  by 
Railroads  as  Bridge  No.  6)  with  a  modern  bridge. 

"City  now  desires  to  widen  the  said  Loch  Raven 
Road  to  66  feet  at  this  location,  which  will  require 
the  acquisition  of  additional  land  for  highway  pur- 
poses and  the  lengthening  of  said  overhead  bridge  to 
carry  the  railroad  over  the  highway  as  widened ;  the 
location  and  grades  of  the  railroad  and  the  highway 
at  this  location  being  such  as  to  make  any  other 
means  of  crossing  impractical.  Railroads  and  City 
are  willing  to  cooperate  in  this  project,  and  each  has 
agreed  to  bear  a  certain  proportion  of  the  cost  of 
said  project,  and  Railroads  have  agreed  to  grant  to 
City  certain  additional  land  for  highway  purposes 
on  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

"A  plat  designated  'The  Baltimore  Belt  Railroad 
Co. — The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Co. — Balti- 
more Div. — Main  Line — Plan  Showing  Easements 
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to  be  Conveyed  to  Mayor  and  City  Council,  Balti- 
more, Md.,'  numbered  D.  E.  2414,  dated  November 
10,  1955,  and  showing  the  location  of  Loch  Raven 
Road  as  widened  and  the  additional  land  to  be  con- 
veyed by  Railroads  to  City,  is  attached  hereto  and 
made,  in  all  respects,  a  part  hereof. 

'Tive  (5)  drawings  prepared  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  Railroads  and  showing  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  said  bridge  and  other  railroad  facilities  being 
designated  and  identified  as  follows:

"Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Wit- 
NESSETH,  that  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and 
of  the  mutual  covenants  and  undertakings  herein  set 
forth,  the  parties  hereto  agree  as  follows : 

(1)  Upon  ratification  and  approval  of  this  agree- 
ment by  ordinance,  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  deed, 
in  form  mutually  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor 
and  Counsel  of  Railroads,  shall  be  executed  by  The 
Baltimore  Belt  Railroad  Company  and  shall  be  duly 
recorded   in  the  land   records  of  Baltimore   City, 
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which  deed  shall  convey  unto  City,  without  cost 
to  City,  a  perpetual  easement,  free  of  mortgage 
liens,  for  highway  purposes  in  and  over  the  land  now 
owned  by  The  Baltimore  Belt  Railroad  Company 
which  is  required  for  said  highway  as  proposed  to  be 
widened,  and  reserving  to  the  Railroads  the  same 
right  to  cross  Loch  Raven  Road  as  widened  that  they 
now  have  to  cross  said  highway  and  to  maintain  said 
overhead  bridge,  with  tracks  thereon,  together  with 
any  other  facilities,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
telegraph,  signal,  power,  and  telephone  lines,  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  operation  of  said  railroad  over 
and  across  said  land  on  which  easement  is  so  con- 
veyed to  the  City. 

(2)  Railroads  will  prepare  all  detailed  plans  and 
specifications  necessary  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  overhead  bridge,  including  the  necessary  work 
required  for  altering,  rearranging  and/or  relocat- 
ing of  existing  facilities  of  the  Railroads,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of 
the  City;  and  Railroads,  either  themselves  or 
through  their  agents  or  contractors,  will,  with  rea- 
sonable promptitude,  after  the  ratification  of  this 
agreement  by  ordinance,  reconstruct  the  overhead 
bridge,  including,  but  not  being  limited  to,  necessary 
alterations,  rearrangements  and/or  relocating  of 
existing  railroad  facilities  and/or  drainage  facilities 
for  the  bridge  and  abutments.  Railroads  shall  have 
supervision  of  all  work  of  reconstructing  said  over- 
head bridge,  including  the  necessary  alterations,  re- 
arrangements, and/or  relocation  of  existing  rail- 
road facilities,  including  the  control  of  scheduling 
of  work  and  measures  related  to  the  safety  of  the 
work  ot  reconstructing  said  bridge,  and  to  the  safety 
and  continuity  of  railroad  operation. 
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Provided,  however,  that  the  City's  participation 
in  the  cost,  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  of  the  altera- 
tions, rearrangements,  and/or  relocation  of  existing 
railroad  facilities  shall  be  limited  to  an  area  within 
900  feet  east  of  and  500  feet  west  of  the  bridge 
structure. 

(3)  It  is  understood  that  the  construction  of  the 
substructure  and  superstructure  of  the  reconstructed 
bridge,  the  grading  to  be  performed  by  Railroads  in 
connection  with  this  project,  and  the  dismantling 
and  removal  of  the  present  bridge  will  be  let  in  con- 
tract by  Railroads,  and  that,  in  so  far  as  possible, 
Railroads,  with  their  own  forces,  will  reconstruct 
or  relocate  the  present  tracks,  signals,  interlocking, 
water  facilities,  pole  lines,  and  other  facilities  of 
the  Railroads  required  to  be  reconstructed,  altered, 
or  changed,  in  connection  with  this  project. 

''Railroads  shall  prepare  the  specifications  and 
terms  of  any  contract  documents  for  work  to  be  done 
by  contract,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City,  and  shall  award  any  such 
contract,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates  of  Baltimore. 

(4)  City  will  reconstruct  or  construct,  or  cause 
to  be  reconstructed  or  constructed,  at  its  own  sole 
cost  and  expense,  the  portion  of  the  new  highway 
to  be  built  at  this  location,  including  the  grading, 
paving,  curbs,  drains  (other  than  the  drainage 
facilities  to  carry  off  water  from  the  bridge  or  abut- 
ments which  shall  be  constructed  by  Railroads  as 
hereinbefore  provided),  and  other  required  struc- 
tures and  facilities. 

"The  City  will,  at  no  expense  to  Railroads,  re- 
move or  relocate,  or  cause  to  be  removed  or  re- 
located, all  public  utilities  owned  by  the  City  or 
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private  companies  which  interfere  with  construction 
of  proposed  bridge  and  related  changes  thereto. 
The  City  will  not,  however,  remove  or  relocate,  or 
cause  to  be  removed  or  relocated,  any  privately 
owned  utilities  which  are  not  at  present  located  with- 
in the  existing  bed  of  Loch  Raven  Road.  If  during 
construction  of  this  proposed  bridge,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  close  present  Loch  Raven  Road,  the 
City  will,  at  no  expense  to  Railroads,  arrange  for 
detouring  of  vehicular  traffic. 

(5)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  of  the 
work  to  be  performed  by  City  in  connection  with 
this  project  will  be  let  in  contract  by  City  or  per- 
formed by  its  own  forces.  All  such  work  by  City 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  standard  specifi- 
cations of  City  in  force  on  the  date  of  the  award  of 
the  contract,  together  with  such  special  provisions 
as  may  be  necessary,  except  that  any  work  which 
may  be  performed  upon  railroad  structures  shall  be 
done  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications 
prepared  by  City  and  approved  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  Railroads. 

"The  parties  hereto  agree  that  they  will  require 
their  respective  contractors  and  subcontractors,  as 
the  case  may  be,  to  procure  and  maintain,  during 
the  progress  of  the  work  to  be  performed  hereunder, 
liability  and  property  damage  insurance  of  the  type 
and  in  the  amounts  normally  required  by  the  City 
and  Railroads,  respectively,  in  work  of  this  char- 
acter, and  that  such  insurance  shall  be  so  written  as 
to  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  City  and  Railroads, 
as  their  interests  may  appear. 

(6)  It  is  agreed  that  Railroads  shall  have  the 
right  to  connect  with  and  use  the  storm  water  drains 
existing  and  to  be  located  in  the  bed  of  said  high- 
way, said  use  to  be  without  cost  to  Railroads. 
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(7)  City  and  Railroads  shall  each  respectively 
have  general  charge  of  the  engineering  on  those 
portions  of  the  project  which  each  constructs  or 
causes  to  be  constructed.  In  the  event  that  changes, 
modifications,  or  additions  to  the  plans  are  neces- 
sary or  desirable,  all  such  changes,  modifications,  or 
additions  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  Railroads  and  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  City. 

(8)  Thirty-five  per  cent  (35%)  of  the  net  cost 
of  the  entire  project  (except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  agreement)  shall  be  borne  by  the  City  and 
sixty-five  per  cent  (65%)  of  said  net  cost  shall  be 
borne  by  Railroads.  The  term  'net  cost,'  as  used 
herein,  shall  mean  the  actual  cost  incurred  by  Rail- 
roads in  procuring  or  securing  the  performance  of 
the  work  specified  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  hereof 
and  shown  on  the  approved  plans  for  the  project, 
provided,  however,  that  Railroads  agree  that  they 
will  exclude  from  their  cost  the  cost  or  value  of  the 
land  over  which  the  easement  is  to  be  conveyed  by 
The  Baltimore  Belt  Railroad  Company  and  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  City  for 
highway  purposes. 

"With  respect  to  all  work  performed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Agreement  by  Railroads  solely 
with  their  own  forces,  the  'net  cost'  shall  be  the 
actual  cost  incurred  on  the  work,  exclusive  of  gen- 
eral supervision  and  overhead. 

"The  parties  hereto  agree  that  the  net  amount 
of  any  salvage  realized  in  performing  the  work 
specified  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  hereof  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  total  cost  of  project. 

"The  City  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  option,  to 
inspect  and  audit  the  accounting  records  of  the 
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Railroads  with  respect  to  the  project  covered  by  this 
Agreement. 

**As  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this  Agree- 
ment progresses,  Railroads  will  render  to  the  City 
monthly  bills  showing  the  cost  of  the  work  from 
time  to  time  performed,  and  payment  of  the  per- 
centage of  such  cost  due  by  the  City  to  the  Rail- 
roads under  the  terms  of  this  Agreement  shall  be 
made  within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter.  Final 
settlement  under  this  Agreement  shall  be  made  as 
soon  as  reasonably  possible  after  the  completion  of 
the  project. 

(9)  Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as  against 
the  other  parties  hereto,  any  and  all  damages  or 
right  to  claim  damages  to  any  of  its  property  grow- 
ing out  of,  or  in  any  way  connected  with,  the  im- 
provements herein  contemplated,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  Agreement. 

(10)  It  is  agreed  that  Railroads  shall  have  the 
right,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  traf- 
fic or  endanger  the  traveling  public  on  said  highway, 
without  charge  to  Railroads,  to  attach  to  said  struc- 
ture, at  the  expense  of  Railroads,  at  any  time  after 
its  completion,  signals,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  tele- 
phone, and  other  wires  and  devices  of  whatsoever 
kind,  nature,  and  description  now  used,  or  hereafter 
to  be  used,  in  the  operations  of  Railroads. 

(11)  After  the  completion  of  the  improvements 
herein  contemplated.  Railroads  shall,  at  their  own 
sole  cost  and  expense,  maintain,  repair,  and  re- 
construct all  parts  of  said  overhead  bridge  and  other 
of  its  facilities  reconstructed  or  changed  under  the 
terms  of  this  Agreement,  and  City  shall  maintain, 
repair,  and  reconstruct  all  parts  of  the  highway  so 
built ;  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
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release  any  other  person  or  persons  from  their  legal 
liability  to  respond  to  the  City  or  the  Railroads,  as 
the  case  may  be,  for  damages  for  injuries  to  the 
overhead  bridge  or  highway. 

(12)  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Agreement 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  and  be  binding  upon  the 
successors  and  assigns  of  all  parties  thereto. 

(13)  This  Agreement  shall  be  and  become  the 
valid  and  binding  obligation  of  the  parties  hereto, 
according  to  its  tenor,  upon  ratification  and  approval 
thereof  by  an  ordinance  duly  enacted  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

(14)  This  Agreement  cancels  and  supersedes  a 
certain  Agreement  dated  August  20,  1931,  between 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  covering  the 
widening  of  Montebello  Avenue  (now  known  as 
Loch  Raven  Road).

Baltimore  City  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  taxed  for  all 
ordinary  municipal  purposes,  and  relating  generally  to  the 
assessment  and  taxation  of  certain  personal  property  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  providing  that  this  Ordinance 
shall  take  effect  on  December  31,  1956. 

Whereas,  Sub-section  (331/2)  (a)  of  Section  6  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949  Edition),  as  en- 
acted by  Chapter  27  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951 
and  amended  by  Chapter  768  of  the  Laws  of  Mary- 
land of  1953,  grants  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  the  power  to  tax  to  the  same  extent 
as  the  State  of  Maryland  has  or  could  exercise  said 
power  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore  City  as  a  part 
of  its  general  taxing  power,  subject  to  certain  ex- 
ceptions ;  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  imposition, 
assessment,  levy  and  collection  of  any  tax  or  taxes  so 
authorized,  and  from  time  to  time  to  grant  exemp- 
tions and  to  modify  or  repeal  existing  or  future 
exemptions;  and 

Whereas,  Sub-section  (331/2)  (d)  of  Section  6  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949),  as  enacted  by 
Chapter  27  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951,  pro- 
vides, in  ijart,  that  all  other  laws,  or  parts  of  laws, 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  said  Sub-section 
(331/2)  are  repealed  to  the  extent  of  any  such  incon- 
sistency; now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  50  of  Article  37 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Taxes",  su))-title  "Manufacturers'  Exemption",  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  (a)  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
Sec.  10  of  Chapter  82  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of 
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1918  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re- 
enacted,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec,  10.  And  be  it  further  enactedy  That  the 
territory  annexed  to  Baltimore  City,  by  this  Act 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  taxing  district,  and,  for 
the  year  1919,  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  fixing  a  tax  rate,  in 
the  fall  of  1918,  under  Section  40  of  the  Charter, 
shall  fix  the  rate  of  taxation  for  local  purposes  in 
said  taxing  district  at  a  sum  equal  to  60%  of  the  full 
city  rate  which  shall  be  fixed  by  said  Board  upon 
real  estate  situate  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore 
City  as  they  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act 
of  1888,  Chapter  98;  and,  in  like  manner,  for  the 
year  1920,  the  said  Board  of  Estimates  shall  fix  the 
rate  for  local  purposes  in  said  taxing  district  at  an 
amount  equal  to  62%  of  the  said  full  city  rate  on 
real  estate  in  said  old  city  limits;  and  so  on,  from 
year  to  year,  with  an  increase  of  2%  each  year  of  the 
percentage  of  the  full  city  rate  which  is  fixed  as  the 
rate  upon  real  estate  in  the  said  old  city  limits, 
until  the  rate  in  said  taxing  district  and  in  said  old 
city  limits  shall  become  the  same.  Beginning  with 
the  rate  for  the  year  1939,  and  thereafter  the  tax 
rate  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  entire  city 
limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  enlarged  by  this 
Act,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  in- 
tended to  repeal  or  affect  any  law  or  ordinances  now 
existing  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  fixing 
different  rates  of  taxation  upon  different  classes  of 
property,  the  intent  of  this  provision  being  that,  be- 
ginning with  the  year  1939  and  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  the  same  rate  of  taxation  throughout  the 
entire  limits  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  same  classes 
of  property.  The  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter  with  regard  to  the  assessment  of  property 
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for  taxation  shall  apply  to  the  real  property  situate 
in  the  territory  annexed  by  this  Act  to  Baltimore 
City  to  the  same  extent  as  they  apply  to  the  real 
property  situate  in  the  limits  of  Baltimore  City  as 
they  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  existing  assessment  on  real 
or  personal  property  situate  in  the  territory  annexed 
by  this  Act  to  Baltimore  City  or  upon  persons  resi- 
dent in  such  territory  because  of  the  ownership  of 
real  or  personal  property,  shall  be  increased  by  the 
Appeal  Tax  Court  or  the  assessors  of  Baltimore  Citv 
prior  to  the  assessment  upon  which  taxes  shall  be 
levied  for  the  year  1922,  but  this  provision  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  proper  assessment,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  of 
any  property,  or  of  any  persons  by  reason  of  the 
ownership  of  property,  which  may  have  been  subject 
to  assessment  in  said  annexed  territory  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  Act  but  which  may  have 
escaped  or  been  omitted  from  the  assessment  rolls  of 
Baltimore  and  Anne  Arundel  Counties,  respectively. 
Nor  shall  anything  herein  affect  the  power  of  the 
Appeal  Tax  Court  and  the  Assessors  of  Baltimore 
City  to  increase  the  assessment  upon  any  person  or 
property  by  reason  of  new  or  additional  property 
acquired  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  or  to  increase 
the  assessment  upon  real  estate  by  reason  of  the  con- 
struction of  improvements  thereon  after  the  passage 
of  this  Act,  or  of  improvements  which  may  have 
been  constructed  so  recently  before  the  passage  of 
this  Act  as  not  to  have  been  assessed  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  Act.  The  rate  of  local  taxation 
provided  by  this  Section  for  the  territory  annexed 
by  this  Act  to  Baltimore  City  shall  apply  to  all  real 
and  leasehold  property  situated  in  said  territory,  to 
all  personal  property  located  in  said  territory  the 
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situs  of  which  for  purposes  of  taxation  is  determined 
by  the  place  of  physical  location. 

To  enable  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  of  Baltimore  City 
to  make  up  an  assessment  roll  of  the  persons  and 
property  subject  to  taxation  in  the  territory  annexed 
by  this  Act  to  Baltimore  City  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  County  Commissioners 
of  Baltimore  County  are  hereby  directed  to  furnish 
to  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  of  Baltimore  City  promptly 
after  this  Act  takes  effect  and  not  later  than  Decem- 
ber 31,  1918,  a  list  or  roll,  duly  certified  by  them  to 
be  correct,  of  all  assessments  upon  persons  resident 
in,  and  property  situate  in,  the  territory  annexed 
by  this  Act  from  Baltimore  County  to  Baltimore 
City,  existing  at  the  time  of  making  said  list  or  roll. 
Said  list  or  roll  shall  be  made  up  in  a  suitable  book 
or  books  to  be  furnished  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  the  said  County  Commis- 
sioners of  Baltimore  County.  And  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  pay  to  the  said 
County  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  County  the  rea- 
sonable expense  of  transcribing  said  list  or  roll  of 
assessments,  not  exceeding  the  amount  chargeable 
by  law  for  furnishing  transcripts  from  the  Land 
Records. 

And  the  County  Commissioners  of  Anne  Arundel 
County  are  hereby  directed  to  furnish  to  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  promptly  after  this 
Act  goes  into  effect  and  not  later  than  December  31, 
1918,  a  list  or  roll,  duly  certified  by  them  to  be  cor- 
rect, of  all  assessments  upon  persons  residents  in, 
and  property  situate  in,  the  territory  annexed  by  this 
Act  from  Anne  Arundel  County  to  Baltimore  City, 
existing  at  the  time  of  making  said  list  or  roll.  Said 
list  or  roll  shall  be  made  up  in  a  suitable  book  or 
books  to  be  furnished  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
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of  Baltimore  to  the  said  County  Commissioners  of 
Anne  Arundel  County.  And  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  shall  pay  to  the  said  County 
Commissioners  of  Anne  Arundel  County  the  rea- 
sonable expense  of  transcribing  said  list  or  roll  of 
assessments,  not  exceeding  the  amount  chargeable 
by  law  for  furnishing  transcripts  from  the  Land 
Records.  From  said  lists  or  rolls  furnished  by  the 
County  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  County  and  the 
County  Commissioners  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  as 
herein  directed,  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  make 
up,  as  soon  as  they  reasonably  can,  the  assessment 
roll  of  the  persons  and  property  subject  to  taxation 
in  the  territory  annexed  by  this  Act  to  Baltimore 
City,  and  the  tax  rate  for  said  territory,  as  herein- 
above provided,  shall  apply  to  the  roll  so  made  up 
for  the  year  1919,  and  annually  thereafter  the  tax 
rate  as  herein  provided  shall  apply  to  said  roll,  with 
such  changes  thereof  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  ex- 
emption from  taxation  for  all  ordinary  municipal 
purposes  of  all  personal  property  of  every  descrip- 
tion, with  certain  exceptions,  owned  by  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  and  used  entirely  or  chiefly  in 
connection  with  manufacturing  in  Baltimore  City, 
including  mechanical  tools  or  implements,  whether 
worked  by  hand  or  steam  or  other  motive  power, 
machinery,  manufacturing  apparatus  or  engines, 
raw  material  on  hand,  manufactured  products  in  the 
hands  of  the  manufacturer,  bills  receivable  and 
business  credits  of  every  kind,  due  to  the  manufac- 
turer, or  goods  manufactured  in  Baltimore  City,  is 
hereby  revoked  and  declared  null  and  void. 

Sec.  4.     And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  begin- 
ning with  the  assessment  and  levying  of  taxes  for  the 
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use  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for 
the  year  1957  and  thereafter,  the  assessed  or  assess- 
able value  of  all  personal  property  of  every  descrip- 
tion used  entirely  or  chiefly  in  connection  with  manu- 
facturing in  Baltimore  City,  including  machinery 
and  equipment  used  in  the  pasteurization  and  proces- 
sing of  milk,  laundry  machinery  when  employed  or 
used  in  the  business  of  laundering,  mechanical  tools 
or  implements,  whether  worked  by  hand  or  steam  or 
other  motive  power,  machinery,  manufacturing  ap- 
paratus or  engines,  raw  material  on  hand,  manu- 
factured products  in  the  hands  of  the  manufacturers, 
shall  be  taxed  for  all  ordinary  municipal  purposes 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  other 
personal  property  in  Baltimore  City  is  or  hereafter 
may  be  taxed  for  all  ordinary  municipal  purposes. 
Provided,  however,  that  $15,000.00  of  the  assessed  or 
assessable  value  of  all  personal  property  of  every 
description  used  entirely  or  chiefly  in  connection 
with  manufacturing  in  Baltimore  City  by  any  one 
particular  person,  partnership,  corporation  or  other 
legal  entity,  including  the  machinery,  equipment, 
tools,  apparatus,  engines,  raw  material  on  hand  and 
manufactured  products  in  the  hands  of  the  manu- 
facturer, hereinabove  mentioned,  shall  not  be  subject 
to  such  assessment  and  levying  of  taxes  but  shall  be 
exempt  from  assessment  and  taxation  for  all  or- 
dinary municipal  purposes.  And  provided,  further, 
that  ores  and  unrefined  metals  shipped  into  the  City 
for  processing  or  refining  purposes,  and  metals  de- 
rived therefrom  in  the  hands  of  the  refiner,  shall  not 
be  subject  to  such  assessment  and  levying  of  taxes, 
but  shall  be  exempt  from  assessment  and  taxation  for 
all  ordinary  municipal  purposes. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and 
all  public  general  laws,  public  local  laws  or  special 
laws,  ordinances  or  resolutions,  and  any  and  all 
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parts  of  any  public  general  laws,  public  local  laws  or 
special  laws,  ordinances  or  resolutions  inconsistent 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  any  such  incon- 
sistency. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  in  case 
it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word,  phrase, 
clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph  or  section  of  this 
ordinance,  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person 
or  circumstance,  is  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions 
and  the  application  of  such  provisions  to  other  per- 
sons or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  hereby  declaring  that 
they  would  have  ordained  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  without  the  word,  phrase,  clause, 
item,  sentence,  paragraph  or  section,  or  the  applica- 
tion thereof,  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  re- 
peal by  this  ordinance  of  any  provision  of  law  shall 
not  revive  any  law  heretofore  repealed  or  super- 
seded. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  fuHher  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  December  31,  1956.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments,  Sec- 
tions 30  and  56  of  Article  35  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950    Edition),   title   "Streets   and   Highways",    sub-titles 
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"Footways"  and  "Alleys",  relating  to  the  levies  of  assess- 
ments for  work  and  improvements  of  footways  and  in 
alleys  and  to  the  payment  thereof  and  the  liens  created 
thereby. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  30  and  56 
of  Article  35  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Streets  and  Highways",  sub-titles 
"Footways''  and  "Alleys",  be  and  they  are  hereby 
repealed  and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read 
as  follows : 

30.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  of  grading, 
paving,  repaying  or  repairing  any  footway,  or  part 
thereof,  as  provided  in  Section  28  hereof,  the  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine  and  record  in  his 
office  the  fact  that  such  grading,  paving,  repaying 
and  repairing  has  been  done  and  the  date  when 
same  was  completed,  and  the  total  expense  of  doing 
the  work,  including  the  expense  reasonably  incurred 
by  the  Highways  Engineer  in  ascertaining  the  names 
of  the  owners  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the 
footway  so  graded,  paved,  repaved  or  repaired,  and 
the  names  of  said  abutting  property  owners,  with 
the  respective  areas  of  the  work  done  at  each  prop- 
erty for  which  such  property  or  the  owner  thereof 
is  to  be  assessed,  and  the  total  amount  proposed  to 
be  assessed  against  each  of  said  abutting  properties 
and  the  owners  thereof  for  said  work.  Thereupon 
the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall  publish  a  notice 
in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  Baltimore  City, 
stating  that  such  footway  has  been  graded,  paved, 
repaved  or  repaired,  as  the  case  may  be,  giving  the 
location  thereof  and  stating  that  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways will  hear  any  owner  of  property  abutting 
thereon  in  reference  to  his  liability  for  the  whole 
or  part  of  the  cost  of  such  work,  within  ten  days 
after  publication  of  said  notice.  And  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  shall  hear  any  such  owner  who  may  de- 
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sire  to  be  heard  within  said  ten  days  and,  after  the 
expiration  of  said  ten  days,  shall  assess  the  entire 
cost  incurred  by  the  Highways  Engineer  in  doing 
said  work,  together  with  the  expense  of  said  notice 
by  publication,  upon  all  owners  of  property  abutting 
upon  said  footway  upon  which  said  work  was  done 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  work  done  at  each  of 
said  properties.  The  owner  of  any  property  upon 
which  any  such  assessment  in  question  is  levied  may, 
within  twenty  days  of  the  mailing  to  him  of  notice  of 
such  assessment,  bring  such  assessment  to  the  Board 
of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  for  review  by  it, 
in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  City  Charter  as  amended,  and  with  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court  as  provided  in 
said  Charter.  After  the  expiration  of  said  twenty 
days,  the  Bureau  of  Highways  shall  report  the 
assessments  so  made  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall 
proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  upon  real  estate  are  collected.  Said  assess- 
ments shall  be  liens  upon  the  property,  the  owners 
of  which  are  so  assessed,  from  the  date  of  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  for  which  such  assessments  are 
made,  subject,  as  to  any  party  who  may  have  ap- 
pealed, to  the  final  determination  of  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals,  or  the  Court  or 
Jury  upon  such  appeal.  In  the  event  such  assess- 
ment is  sustained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  said 
Board,  Court  or  Jury,  the  lien  shall  relate  back  to 
the  time  of  completing  the  work.  Said  assessments 
shall  be  due  and  payable  as  soon  as  reported  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  and  may  be  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer without  interest  at  any  time  prior  to  six  months 
after  the  first  of  the  month  succeeding  the  date  of 
such  report ;  and  unless  paid  within  that  time  shall 
thereafter  bear  interest.  The  City  Treasurer  shall 
have  the  same  remedies  for  the  collection  of  said 
assessments  and  interest  as  are  provided  by  law  or 
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ordinance  for  the  collection  of  ordinary  taxes  upon 
real  estate. 

56.  The  owner  of  any  property  upon  which  any 
such  assessment  in  question  is  levied  may,  within 
twenty  days  of  the  mailing  to  him  of  notice  of  such 
assessment,  bring  such  assessment  to  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  for  review  by  it,  in 
accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter  as  amended,  and  with  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Baltimore  City  Court  as  provided  in  said 
Charter.  After  the  expiration  of  said  twenty  days, 
the  Bureau  of  Highways  shall  report  the  assess- 
ments so  made  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  pro- 
ceed to  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  taxes 
upon  real  estate  are  collected.  Said  assessments 
shall  be  liens  upon  the  property,  the  owners  of  which 
are  so  assessed,  from  the  date  of  the  completion  of 
the  work  for  which  such  assessments  are  made, 
subject,  as  to  any  party  who  may  have  appealed,  to 
the  final  determination  of  the  Board  of  Municipal 
and  Zoning  Appeals,  or  the  Court  or  Jury  upon  such 
appeal.  In  the  event  such  assessment  is  sustained  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  said  Board,  Court  or  Jury, 
the  lien  shall  relate  back  to  the  time  of  completing 
the  work.  Said  assessments  shall  be  due  and  pay- 
able as  soon  as  reported  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
may  be  paid  without  interest  at  any  time  prior  to 
twelve  months  after  the  first  of  the  month  succeed- 
ing the  date  of  such  report  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
and,  unless  paid  within  that  time,  shall  thereafter 
bear  interest.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  have  the 
same  remedies  for  the  collection  of  said  assessments, 
interest  and  penalties  as  are  provided  by  law  or  ordi- 
nance for  the  collection  of  ordinary  taxes  upon  real 
estate. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  Section  29  to  Article  1  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Mayor  and  City  Council", 
to  follow  immediately  after  Section  28  thereof  and  to  be 
under  the  new  sub-title  "Condemnation",  providing  for 
notification  to  property  owners  within  any  area  proposed 
by  ordinance  for  condemnation  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  relating  generally  to  such  noti- 
fication and  to  the  procedure  for  condemnation  by  the  City 
of  Baltimore  and  any  of  its  departments,  bureaus  or 
agencies. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  29  be  and  it  is 
hereby  added  to  Article  1  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  ''Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil", to  follow  immediately  after  Section  28  thereof 
and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Condemnation", 
and  to  read  as  follows : 

CONDEMNATION 

29.  At  the  time  any  ordinance  is  introduced  into 
the  City  Council  for  the  condemnation  of  any  prop- 
erty, or  any  interest  therein,  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  the  department,  bureau  or 
agency  by  which  the  property  would  be  used  shall 
file  with  the  Department  of  Assessments  a  complete 
list  of  all  the  properties  within  the  area  proposed 
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to  be  condemned.  The  Department  of  Assessment 
shall  promptly  notify  the  owners  of  assessment 
record  of  all  the  parcels  of  property  included  within 
this  area,  of  the  introduction  of  the  ordinance.  The 
notice  to  property  owners  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
address  shown  for  property  owners  in  the  assess- 
ment records,  by  ordinary  United  States  mail,  and 
no  proof  of  delivery  is  necessary.  The  notice  shall 
include  the  number  of  the  ordinance,  the  name  or 
general  description  of  the  project  for  which  the 
property  is  condemned,  and  the  place  at  which  plats 
or  other  descriptive  material  may  be  seen.  Also,  the 
notice  either  shall  give  the  date,  time  and  place  for 
the  public  hearing  to  be  held  on  the  ordinance  by  the 
City  Council  or  one  of  its  committees,  or  it  shall  in- 
dicate the  place  or  person  from  which  or  whom  this 
information  may  be  obtained.  Such  a  hearing  shall 
not  be  scheduled  by  the  City  Council  or  its  com- 
mittees within  a  shorter  period  than  one  week  fol- 
lowing the  time  the  said  property  owners  should 
ordinarily  have  received  the  mailed  notices  of  the 
introduction  of  the  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  amend  Sheet  No.  36  of  the  Use  District  Map

Findings  and  Declarations  of  Necessity 
Sec.  8.     (a)   It  is  hereby  found  and  determined: 

(1)  that  there  exist  within  the  City  of  Balti- 
more slum,  blighted,  deteriorated,  or  deteriorating 
areas,  which  constitute  a  serious  and  growing 
menace,  injurious  and  inimical  to  the  public  health, 
safety,  morals,  and  general  welfare  of  the  residents 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore;  (2)  that  the  existence  of 
such  areas  and  the  growth  and  spread  thereof  and 
the  deterioration  or  threatened  deterioration  of  other 
areas  (i)  contribute  substantially  and  increasingly 
to  the  spread  of  disease  and  crime,  and  to  losses  by 
fire  and  accident;  (ii)  necessitate  excessive  and 
disproportionate  expenditures  of  public  funds  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  for 
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crime  prevention,  correction,  prosecution,  and 
punishment,  for  the  treatment  of  juvenile  delin- 
quency, for  the  maintenance  of  adequate  police,  fire, 
and  accident  protection,  and  for  other  public  services 
and  facilities;  (iii)  constitute  an  economic  and 
social  liability;  (iv)  substantially  impair  or  arrest 
the  sound  growth  of  the  community;  (v)  retard  the 
provision  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  ac- 
commodations; (vi)  aggravate  traffic  problems  and 
substantially  impair  or  arrest  the  elimination  of 
traffic  hazards  and  the  improvement  of  traffic  facili- 
ties; (vii)  depreciate  assessable  values;  and  (viii) 
cause  an  abnormal  exodus  of  families  from  the  city ; 
(3)  that  such  areas  cannot  be  dealt  with  effectively 
by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise 
without  the  aids  herein  provided;  (4)  that  the  re- 
habilitation or  elimination,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of 
slum,  blighted,  deteriorated,  and  deteriorating  areas 
and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  or  development  of 
blight  in,  and  the  deterioration  of,  areas  which  are 
free  of  blight  are  public  uses  and  purposes  requir- 
ing the  exercise  of  the  governmental  powers  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  in  the  public  interest. 

(b)  It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  some 
slum  or  blighted  or  deteriorated  areas,  or  portions 
thereof,  may  require  comprehensive  acquisition, 
clearance,  and  disposition  with  or  without  prior  de- 
velopment or  redevelopment,  since  the  prevailing 
conditions  of  decay  may  make  impracticable  the  rec- 
lamation of  the  area  by  conservation  or  rehabilita- 
tion; that  some  such  areas  or  portions  thereof  and 
some  deteriorating  areas  or  portions  thereof  may, 
through  the  means  provided  in  this  ordinance,  be 
susceptible  of  conservation  or  rehabilitation  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  conditions  and  evils  hereinbefore 
enumerated  may  be  eliminated,  remedied,  or  pre- 
vented   without     comprehensive    acquisition    and 
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clearance ;  and  that  other  areas  not  yet  deteriorated 
or  deteriorating,  or  portions  thereof,  may,  through 
the  means  provided  in  this  ordinance,  be  conserved 
so  that  the  conditions  and  evils  hereinbefore  enum- 
erated may  be  prevented  from  spreading  thereto  or 
arising  therein. 

(c)  It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the 
elimination,  correction,  and  prevention  of  the  con- 
ditions and  evils  hereinbefore  enumerated  must  be 
undertaken  through  the  use  of  a  comprehensive  and 
integrated  program;  that  this  program  should  in- 
volve whatever  range  of  municipal  powers  and  re- 
sources is  required  to  enable  the  City  of  Baltimore 
to  act  affirmatively  in  fulfilling  its  urban  renewal 
responsibilities  to  its  citizens ;  that  this  program  re- 
quires a  suitable  administrative  structure  to  under- 
take adequately  a  coordinated  and  purposeful  at- 
tack on  urban  slums  and  blight  and  the  prevention 
of  new  areas  of  slums  and  blight;  and  that  a  com- 
prehensive urban  renewal  program  should  be  under- 
taken in  relation  to  sizable  and  natural  areas  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

(d)  It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the 
powers  conferred  by  this  ordinance  are  for  public 
uses  and  purposes  for  which  public  money  may  be 
expended  and  the  power  of  eminent  domain  exer- 
cised and  that  the  necessity  in  the  public  interest  for 
the  provisions  herein  enacted  is  hereby  declared  and 
determined. 

(e)  As  used  herein,  a  slum,  blighted,  or  deterio- 
rated area  is  an  area  in  which  a  preponderance  of 
the  structures  therein  is  detrimental  to  the  public 
health,  safety,  or  general  welfare  by  reason  of  age, 
dilapidation,  depreciation,  overcrowding,  excessive 
land  coverage,  faulty  arrangement,  lack  of  ventila- 
tion or  sanitary  facilities,  failure  to  confonn  with 
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the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  or  regulatory  codes 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  relating  to  building,  hous- 
ing, or  sanitation,  neighborhood  obsolescence  or 
deterioration,  inadequate  open  space,  parking,  or 
access  to  transportation ;  or  in  which  there  is  a  pre- 
ponderance of  defective  or  inadequate  street  lay- 
outs, or  of  faulty  lot  layouts  in  relation  to  size, 
adequacy,  accessibility  or  usefulness,  or  of  unsani- 
tary or  unsafe  conditions,  or  of  deteriorated  or  in- 
adequate site  improvements  or  community  facilities, 
or  of  conditions  which  endanger  life  or  property  by 
fire  or  other  cause  or  which  retard  development  of 
the  area,  or  any  combination  of  these  factors ;  or  in 
which  the  land  is  suitable  for  development  but  has 
not  been  developed  to  an  appreciable  extent  because 
of  obsolete  platting,  diversity  of  ownership,  deterio- 
ration of  structures  or  site  improvements,  a  high 
rate  of  tax  delinquency  or  mortgage  foreclosures, 
or  spoiling  of  the  land  as  a  result  of  excavation  or 
usage,  or  any  combination  of  these  factors. 

(f)  As  used  herein,  a  deteriorating  area  is  an 
area,  whether  within  or  apart  from  a  slum,  blighted, 
or  deteriorated  area,  which  contains  obsolete  or  sub- 
standard structures,  or  incompatible  land  uses,  or 
both,  which  substantially  impair  or  arrest  the  sound 
growth  of  the  area,  retard  the  provision  of  necessary 
housing  accommodations  or  constitute  an  economic 
or  social  liability  or  a  danger  to  the  public  health, 
safety,  morals,  or  general  welfare,  in  its  present  con- 
dition and  use. 

Creation  of  Agency  and  Commission 

Sec.  9.  (a)  There  is  hereby  created  an  agency 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  be 
known  as  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Hous- 
ing Agency,  the  head  of  which  shall  be  the  Baltimore 
Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Commission. 
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(b)  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  mem- 
bers. All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  in  the  manner  provided  by 
Section  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  as  it  nov^ 
exists  or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended. 

(c)  The  term  of  office  of  each  member  shall  be 
five  (5)  years,  except  that  the  respective  terms  of 
the  five  (5)  members  first  appointed  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  one  (1) 
year;  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  two  (2) 
years;  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  three  (3) 
years;  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  four  (4) 
years;  and  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  five 
(5)  years.  The  Mayor  shall  designate  the  terms 
of  the  members  of  the  Commission  first  appointed. 
The  members  of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Commission  shall  be  known  as  Commis- 
sioners. The  Mayor  shall  designate  which  of  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  the  Chairman.  The  Chair- 
man of  the  Commission  shall  serve  as  such  until  the 
expiration  of  his  term  or  until  his  office  otherwise 
becomes  vacant.  The  members  of  the  Commission 
shall  select  one  of  the  members  as  Vice-Chairman 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion, shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Commis- 
sion and  exercise  the  duties  of  the  Chairman.  The 
Vice-Chairman  shall  serve  as  such  until  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  or  until  his  office  otherwise  becomes 
vacant.  A  Commissioner  shall  hold  office  until  his 
successor  has  been  appointed  and  has  taken  office. 

(d)  Any  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  Com- 
mission caused  by  the  expiration  of  a  term  or  by  the 
resignation,  removal,  death,  or  permanent  absence 
from  this  State  of  an  incumbent  or  by  supervening 
incapacity  upon  his  part,  whether  physical  or 
mental,  to  discharge  his  duties,  or  by  any  other 
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cause,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  for  a  new  term  or 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  such  incumbent, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Sec- 
tion 12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  as  it  now 
exists  or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended.  Any 
members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
appointment. 

(e)  The  members  of  the  Commission  may  be  re- 
moved from  office  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  as  it 
now  exists  or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended. 

(f )  No  Commissioner  shall  receive  any  compensa- 
tion for  his  services,  but  each  Commissioner  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  his  necessary  and  proper  expenses 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such. 

(g)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  9- A 
of  this  subtitle,  the  powers  of  the  Baltimore  Urban 
Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Commissioners  thereof  in  office  from  time  to  time. 
The  Commission  may  delegate  to  its  Director  such 
of  its  administrative  powers  and  duties  as  it  may 
deem  proper.  The  Commission  may  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
proper  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Agency. 
Three  (3)  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  action  may  be 
taken  only  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least 
three  (3)  Commissioners,  unless  in  any  case  the 
rules  or  regulations  adopted  by  the  Commission 
shall  require  a  larger  number.  No  vacancy  in  the 
membership  of  the  Commission  shall  impair  the 
right  of  a  quorum  to  exercise  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  the  Agency. 

(h)  The  Commission  may  be  increased  to  seven 
(7)    members   upon   Resolution   of  the   Board   of 
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Estimates.  In  the  event  of  such  increase,  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  the  additional  two  (2)  members  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  term  heretofore  provided,  except 
that  the  respective  terms  of  the  two  additional  mem- 
bers first  appointed  shall  be  as  follows:  one  (1) 
member  shall  be  appointed  for  five  (5)  years  and  one 
(1)  member  shall  be  appointed  for  four  (4)  years. 
In  the  event  the  Commission  be  so  increased,  four 
(4)  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  action  may  be  taken 
only  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  (4)  Com- 
missioners, unless  in  any  case  the  rules  or  regula- 
tions adopted  by  the  Commission  shall  require  a 
larger  number. 

(i)  The  Commission  shall  keep  records  of  its  pro- 
ceedings showing  the  vote  of  each  member  on  each 
question,  or  if  absent  or  failing  to  vote,  indicating 
such  fact.  The  Commission  shall  keep  a  record  of 
all  resolutions,  transactions,  findings,  determina- 
tions, and  decisions,  and  all  the  records  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Commission. 

Director 

Sec.  9-A.  (a)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  shall  have  a  Director  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  with  the  advice  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Commission,  in  the  manner  provided  by  Section  12 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  as  it  now  exists  or  as 
it  hereafter  may  be  amended.  The  term  of  office  of 
the  Director  shall  be  five  (5)  years.  Any  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Director  caused  by  the  expiration  of 
the  term  or  by  the  resignation,  removal,  death,  or 
peiTnanent  absence  from  this  State,  of  the  incum])ent 
or  by  supervening  incapacity  upon  his  part,  whether 
physical  or  mental,  to  discharge  his  duties,  or  by  any

other  cause,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  for  a  new 
term  or  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  incum- 
bent, as  the  case  may  be,  with  the  advice  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Commission  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  Section 
12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  as  it  now  exists 
or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended.  The  Director 
shall  hold  office  until  his  successor  has  been  ap- 
pointed and  has  taken  office.  The  Director  shall  be 
eligible  for  reappointment.  The  Director  may  be 
removed  from  office  in  accordance  with  provisions  of 
Section  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  as  it  now 
exists  or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended. 

(b)  In  addition  to  performing  the  duties  imposed 
upon  him  and  exercising  the  powers  delegated  to  him 
by  the  Commission,  the  Director  of  the  Baltimore 
Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  shall  act  as 
Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

(c)  The  Director  of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  may  appoint  or  employ  such 
assistants  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  and  functions 
of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency.  The  compensation  of  said  Director  of  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  and 
of  the  said  assistants  and  employees  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall 
be  paid  as  provided  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates. 

General  Powers 

Sec.  9-B.  (a)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  is  authorized:  (1)  to  prepare 
Renewal  Plans  and  to  plan  and  to  undertake  Renewal 
Projects  in  Renewal  Areas;  (2)  to  prepare  plans  and 
to  provide  reasonable  assistance  for  the  relocation  of 
persons,  families,  and  businesses  displaced  by  reason 
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of  the  undertaking  of  Renewal  Projects  or  the  con- 
struction of  pubhc  improvements  within  Renewal 
Areas;  (3)  to  encourage  and  facilitate  private  in- 
vestment in  Renewal  Areas  consistent  with  the  ap- 
plicable Renewal  Plan  or  Plans;  (4)  to  engage  in 
studies,  experimentation,  and  research  pertaining  to 
the  existence  of  and  the  problems  of  correcting, 
ehminating,  and  preventing  slums.  Might,  and  urban 
deterioration ;  to  disseminate  public  information  with 
respect  thereto ;  and  to  cooperate  with  other  agencies 
of  the  City,  the  State,  the  Federal  Government,  or 
any  agency  thereof,  in  activities  undertaken  in  con- 
nection with  such  problems;  (5)  to  encourage  and 
facihtate  the  cooperation,  interest,  and  participation 
of  citizens  and  citizens'  groups  in  the  development 
and  execution  of  Renewal  Plans  and  in  the  urban 
renewal  program  generally;  (6)  to  assist  the  several 
City  departments  involved  in  housing  law  enforce- 
ment for  the  purposes  of  coordinating  housing  law 
enforcement  activities  within  Renewal  Areas  and  of 
establishing  uniform  and  consistent  policies,  proce- 
dures, and  techniques  in  housing  law  enforcement 
within  such  areas. 

(b)  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  a  Renewal  Project 
may  include  undertakings  and  activities  for  the  elim- 
ination, the  correction,  or  the  prevention  of  the  de- 
velopment or  the  spread  of  slum,  blighted,  deterior- 
ated, or  deteriorating  areas  and  may  involve  but 
shall  not  be  limited  to  a  program  or  programs  of 
slum  clearance,  development,  redevelopment,  renova- 
tion, or  rehabilitation,  voluntary  or  compulsory  re- 
habilitation or  conservation  by  owners  of  property, 
or  any  combination  or  part  thereof. 

Renewal  Areas 

Sec.  9-C.  The  Planning  Commission,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and

Housing  Agency,  shall  determine  the  areas  within 
the  boundary  lines  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  which 
may  be  benefited  through  the  exercise  of  the  func- 
tions and  powers  vested  in  the  Baltimore  Urban  Re- 
newal and  Housing  Agency  by  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  City  Council  for 
the  passage  of  ordinances  designating  such  areas  as 
"Renewal  Areas". 

Reneival  Plans 

Sec.  9-D.  (a)  No  Renewal  Project  shall  be 
undertaken  by  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  except  in  accordance  with  the  Re- 
newal Plan  appHcable  to  the  Renewal  Area  in  which 
the  Renewal  Project  is  to  be  undertaken.  Nothing 
in  this  subsection,  however,  shall  be  deemed  to  pro- 
hibit the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  from  administering  and  enforcing,  on  behalf 
of  another  officer,  department,  bureau,  or  agency  of 
the  City  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sub- 
section (s)  of  Section  9-F  of  this  ordinance,  any  of 
the  ordinances  or  regulatory  codes  of  the  City  re- 
lating to  building,  housing,  or  sanitation  prior  to  the 
adoption  and  approval  of  an  applicable  Renewal  Plan. 

(b)  As  used  herein  a  Renewal  Plan  means  a  plan, 
as  it  exists  from  time  to  time,  for  the  elimination, 
correction,  or  the  prevention  of  the  development  or 
the  spread  of  slums,  blight,  or  deterioration  in  an 
entire  Renewal  Area  or  a  portion  thereof.  When  a 
plan  is  applicable  to  less  than  an  entire  Renewal 
Area,  it  shall  include  a  description  of  the  boundaries 
of  the  area  to  which  it  applies.  The  plan  shall  in- 
clude a  land  use  map  showing  the  proposed  use  of 
all  land  within  the  area  to  which  the  plan  is  applic- 
able, including  the  location,  character,  and  extent  of 
the  proposed  public  and  private  ownership.  The 
plan  shall  be  sufficiently  complete  to  define  such  land 
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or  property  acquisition,  acquisition  of  interests 
therein,  demolition  and  removal  of  structures,  dis- 
position of  land  or  property  or  interests  therein,  im- 
provements, and  programs  of  renovation  or  rehabili- 
tation and  conservation,  as  may  be  proposed  to  be 
undertaken  or  carried  out  in  the  area  to  which  the 
plan  is  applicable ;  and  the  plan  shall  include  a  state- 
ment of  the  methods  and  standards  under  which  the 
same  is  to  be  accomphshed  and  the  necessary  con- 
trols to  be  applied  in  order  to  effect  rehabilitation 
and  conservation  by  owners  of  existing  properties. 
The  plan  shall  set  out  zoning  changes,  if  any,  and  the 
effective  date  thereof.  The  plan  also  shall  indicate 
the  nature  of  the  restrictions,  conditions,  or  cove- 
nants, if  any,  which  are  to  be  incorporated  in  deeds 
or  contracts  for  the  sale,  lease,  use  or  redevelopment 
of  land  or  property  within  the  area  to  which  the 
plan  is  applicable.  In  addition,  the  plan  shall  state 
the  reasons  for  the  various  provisions  which  it  con- 
tains. 

(c)  Every  Renewal  Plan  shall  conform  to  the  Mas- 
ter Plan  or  to  the  Detailed  Plan,  if  any,  applicable  to 
the  area  of  the  city  involved. 

Adoption  and  Approval  of  Plan 

Sec.  9-E.  (a)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renew^al 
and  Housing  Agency  shall  prepare  a  Renewal  Plan 
or  Plans  for  each  area  of  the  city  designated  as  a 
Renewal  Area.  The  order  in  which  said  Plans  are 
to  be  prepared  shall  be  determined  by  said  Agency. 

(b)  A  Renewal  Plan  shall  not  become  effective 
until  it  has  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Commis- 
sion to  the  extent  required  by  subsection  (c)  of  this 
Section. 

(c)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  shall  submit  all  proposed  Renewal  Plans  to 
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the  Planning  Commission  for  its  review,  and  no  Re- 
newal Plan  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Baltimore  Urban 
Renewal  and  Housing  Commission  until  the  Planning 
Commission  has  approved  it  with  respect  to  its  con- 
formity to  the  Master  Plan  or  Detailed  Plan,  if  any, 
applicable  to  the  area  involved ;  the  detailed  location 
of  any  public  or  utility  improvements  proposed  in 
the  Plan ;  its  conformity  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
lor  subdivisions;  and  all  zoning  changes  proposed 
in  the  Plan.  If  the  Planning  Commission  fails  to 
approve  a  proposed  Renewal  Plan  in  any  of  the  fore- 
going respects,  it  shall  promptly  report  the  same  to 
the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency 
together  with  its  recommendations  for  modifying 
the  Plan. 

(d)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  may  make  recommendations  to  the  City 
Council  for  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  or  ordinances 
approving  any  Renewal  Plan  which  the  Baltimore 
Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Commission  has 
adopted.  No  such  ordinance  shall  be  passed  until 
after  a  public  hearing  in  relation  thereto,  at  which 
parties  in  interest  and  citizens  shall  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard.  Notice  of  such  hearing  shall  be 
given  by  posting  notice  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
area  involved  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  hear- 
ing and  by  pubHcation  once  a  week  for  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
Baltimore  City.  The  notice  shall  contain  the  time, 
date,  place,  and  purpose  of  the  hearing,  shall  gener- 
ally identify  the  area  covered  by  the  Renewal  Plan, 
shall  outline  the  general  scope  of  the  Renewal  Proj- 
ect or  Projects  under  consideration  and  shall  state 
that  the  documents  comprising  the  Renewal  Plan  are 
available  for  inspection  at  a  place  designated  in  said 
notice.  The  public  hearing  may  be  adjourned  from 
time  to  time  without  further  notice.    Amendments 
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to  a  Renewal  Plan  proposed  as  a  result  of  a  public 
hearing  shall  not  require  further  notice  or  additional 
hearings,  but  all  such  amendments  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  for  study,  and  the  Agency  shall  report  to  the 
City  Council  its  recommendations  with  respect  to 
such  proposed  amendments. 

Any  change  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  embodied  in 
a  Renewal  Plan  shall  be  approved  by  ordinance  in 
accordance  with  the  procedural  requirements  of 
Article  66-B  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1951  Edition)  as  it  now  exists  or  as  it  hereafter 
may  be  amended. 

(e)  The  approval  by  ordinance  of  a  Renewal  Plan 
shall  constitute  authorization  to  the  Baltimore 
Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  to  acquire,  by 
condemnation  if  necessary,  all  land  and  improve- 
ments thereon  or  interests  therein  designated  for 
acquisition  in  said  Plan,  and,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Estimates  as  hereinafter  provided, 
to  dispose  of  all  land  and  improvements  thereon  or 
interests  therein  designated  for  disposition  in  said 
Plan.  The  standards  and  controls  embodied  in  a 
Renewal  Plan  approved  by  ordinance  shall  thereupon 
become  enforceable  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
ordinances  of  the  City. 

(f)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  shall  administer  Renewal  Plans  adopted  and 
approved  as  heretofore  provided. 

(g)  No  substantial  change  or  changes  shall  be 
made  in  any  Renewal  Plan,  after  approval  by  or- 
dinance, without  such  change  or  changes  first  being 
adopted  and  approved  in  the  same  manner  as  set 
foilh  in  this  section  for  the  approval  of  a  Renewal 
Plan. 
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Specific  Poivers 

Sec.  9-F.  (a)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Eenewal 
and  Housing  Agency  shall  have  and  exercise,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  herein,  all  of  the  powers  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  necessary 
or  convenient,  from  time  to  time,  to  carry  out  and 
effectuate  any  and  all  of  the  functions  and  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  except  such  powers  as 
are  required  by  the  City  Charter  or  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  to  be  exercised  exclusively  by  any 
other  officer,  department,  bureau,  or  agency  of  the 
City.  In  addition  to  other  powers  herein  granted, 
such  powers  shall  include  but  shall  not  be  limited  to 
the  following: 

(b)  To  acquire,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  Renewal 
Areas,  and  in  accordance  with  applicable  Renewal 
Plans,  land  and  property  of  every  kind,  and  any 
right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege 
therein,  including  land  or  property  and  any  right  or 
interest  therein  already  devoted  to  public  use,  by 
purchase,  lease,  gift,  condemnation,  or  any  other 
legal  means  for  development  or  redevelopment,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  the  comprehensive  reno- 
vation or  rehabilitation  thereof;  to  negotiate  and 
contract  for  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  property 
or  any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement,  or  privi- 
lege therein ;  and  to  institute  or  cause  to  be  instituted 
from  time  to  time,  in  the  name  of,  and  for,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  such  con- 
demnation proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to  ac- 
quire such  land  and  property  or  any  right,  interest, 
franchise,  easement,  or  privilege  therein;  provided, 
however,  that  any  land  or  property  owned  by  the 
State  of  Maryland  or  the  Housing  Authority  of  Bal- 
timore City  shall  not  be  acquired  without  the  prior 
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consent  of  the  State  or  the  Housing  Authority  of 
Baltimore  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(c)  To  acquire,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  Renewal 
Areas,  and  in  accordance  with  applicable  Renewal 
Plans,  land  and  property  of  every  kind,  and  any 
right,  interest,  franchise,  easement,  or  privilege 
therein,  including  land  or  property  and  any  right  or 
interest  therein  already  devoted  to  public  use,  by 
purchase,  lease,  gift,  condemnation,  or  any  other 
legal  means,  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  unhealth- 
ful,  unsanitary,  or  unsafe  conditions,  lessening 
density,  eliminating  obsolete  or  other  uses  detri- 
mental to  the  public  welfare,  or  otherwise  for  re- 
moving or  preventing  the  spread  of  blight  or  de- 
terioration, or  for  the  purpose  of  providing  land  for 
needed  public  facilities  or  public  improvements;  to 
negotiate  and  contract  for  the  acquisition  of  such 
land  and  property  or  any  right,  interest,  franchise, 
easement,  or  privilege  therein;  and  to  institute  or 
cause  to  be  instituted  from  time  to  time,  in  the  name 
of,  and  for,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
such  condemnation  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary 
to  acquire  such  land  and  property  or  any  right,  in- 
terest, franchise,  easement,  or  privilege  therein; 
provided,  however,  that  any  land  or  property  owned 
by  the  State  of  Maryland  or  the  Housing  Authority 
of  Baltimore  City  shall  not  be  acquired  without  the 
prior  consent  of  the  State  or  the  Housing  Authority 
of  Baltimore  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  applicable  Renewal  Plans, 
to  develop  or  redevelop,  including  but  not  limited  to 
renovation  or  rehabilitation,  any  and  all  land  or 
property  acquired  by  any  of  the  methods  herein- 
before mentioned. 
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(e)  In  accordance  with  applicable  Renewal  Plans, 
to  demolish,  remove,  relocate,  improve,  renovate,  or 
alter  land,  buildings,  streets,  highways,  alleys,  utili- 
ties, or  services  and  other  structures  or  improve- 
ments within  Renewal  Areas  and,  within  Renewal 
Areas,  to  construct,  reconstruct,  install,  or  repair 
streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities,  or  services  in 
connection  with  the  development,  redevelopment, 
renovation,  rehabilitation,  or  conservation  of  land 
or  property. 

(f )  In  accordance  with  applicable  Renewal  Plans, 
to  sell  at  public  or  private  sale,  lease,  convey,  trans- 
fer, or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  land  or  property,  or 
any  interest  therein,  acquired  by  it  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  it  has  been  developed,  redeveloped, 
altered,  or  improved  and  irrespective  of  the  manner 
or  means  in  or  by  which  it  may  have  been  acquired, 
to  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Housing  Au- 
thority of  Baltimore  City,  or  the  State  of  Maryland, 
or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  or  to  any 
private,  public,  or  quasi-public  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  person,  or  other  legal  entity,  for 
conservation,  development,  or  redevelopment,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  the  comprehensive  renova- 
tion or  rehabilitation  thereof;  provided,  however, 
that  all  contracts  for  the  sale,  lease,  conveyance, 
transfer,  or  other  disposition  of  any  of  said  land  or 

property  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  other  interest 
therein  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  shall  require  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  prior  to  execu- 
tion as  to  the  legal  and  financial  ability  of  the  con- 
tracting parties.  Such  contracts  shall  provide  for 
the  sale,  lease,  conveyance,  transfer,  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  land  or  property  or  any  interest  therein  at 
such  prices  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be  appropriate 
to  the  uses  prescribed  for  such  land  or  property  by 
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the  applicable  Renewal  Plan  and  the  restrictions 
upon,  and  the  covenants,  conditions,  and  obligations 
assumed  by  the  purchaser,  transferee,  or  lessee.  Any 
lessee  or  tenant  who  is  a  party  to  any  such  lease  or 
rental  agreement,  or  any  successor  in  interest  or 
title,  shall  not  have  any  right  to  redeem  the  rent, 
fee,  or  charge  reserved  or  to  be  paid  by  any  such 
lessee  or  tenant,  or  by  any  successor  in  interest  or 
title,  under  the  terms  of  any  such  lease  or  rental 
agreement,  except  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner 
set  forth  in  any  such  particular  lease  or  rental  agree- 
ment, if  any  such  right  is  specifically  and  definitely 
granted  therein. 

(g)  In  accordance  with  applicable  Renewal  Plans, 
to  require  the  insertion  of  appropriate  provisions  in 
any  legal  instrument  pertaining  to  the  sale,  lease 
conveyance,  transfer,  or  other  disposition  of  any 
land  or  property  or  any  interest  therein,  providing 
that  the  purchaser,  transferee,  or  lessee  shall  begin 
and  complete  its  operations  within  a  predetermined, 
reasonable  period  of  time;  that  the  standards  of 
population  density,  property  maintenance,  type  of 
land  use  and  other  standards  established  for  the 
particular  parcel  of  land  or  property  shall  be  main- 
tained; and  that  any  or  all  covenants,  conditions, 
and  restrictions  contained  in  such  legal  instrument 
shall  be  binding  on  any  subsequent  purchaser,  trans- 
feree, lessee,  or  any  successor  in  interest  or  title. 

(h)  To  preserve  for  the  United  States  of  America, 
the  State  of  Maryland,  or  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  or  any  department  or  agency  there- 
of, any  land  or  property,  or  any  rights  or  interests 
therein,  for  public  use,  irrespective  of  the  manner  or 
means  in  or  by  which  it  may  have  been  acquired. 

(i)  To  enter  upon  and  inspect  any  land,  building, 
or  property  for  the  purposes  of  (i)  making  surveys, 
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examinations,  or  appraisals,  or  obtaining  any  need- 
ful information  or  data  for  the  preparation  of  Re- 
newal Plans;  and  (ii)  ascertaining  for  its  own  func- 
tions and  for  making  available  to  the  appropriate 
officers,  departments,  bureaus,  and  agencies  of  the 
City  information  with  respect  to  the  existence  of  con- 
ditions in  any  Renewal  Area  which  are  dangerous 
to  the  public  health,  morals,  safety,  or  welfare,  or  of 
conditions  which  contravene  any  of  the  ordinances 
or  regulatory  codes  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  per- 
taining to  building,  housing,  or  sanitation,  or  which 
are  in  violation  of  any  restriction,  covenant,  or  con- 
dition contained  in  any  legal  instrument  entered 
into  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  pursuant  to  a  Renewal  Plan. 

(j)  Pending  the  disposition  of  land  or  property 
acquired  in  a  Renewal  Area,  to  temporarily  lease  or 
operate  and  maintain  such  land  or  property  for 
such  uses  and  purposes  as  may  be  deemed  desirable 
even  though  not  in  conformity  with  the  applicable 
Renewal  Plan. 

(k)  To  manage,  operate,  maintain,  and  repair 
land  and  property  in  accordance  with  applicable  Re- 
newal Plans  and  collect  fees,  rentals,  or  charges 
thereon. 

(1)  To  petition  for,  negotiate  with,  and  accept 
from  the  United  States  of  America  or  the  State  of 
Maryland,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof, 
or  any  other  source,  loans,  advances,  contributions, 
grants,  or  aids  of  any  character  which  may  from 
time  to  time  become  available  for  the  preparation  of 
Renewal  Plans,  the  undertaking  of  Renewal  Proj- 
ects, or  the  performance  of  any  other  function  or 
power  contemplated  by  this  ordinance ;  and  to  agree 
to  the  conditions  to  be  included  in  any  contract  or 
other  legal  instrument  to  be  entered  into  in  con- 
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nection  with  any  such  loan,  advance,  contribution, 
grant,  or  aid ;  provided,  however,  that  all  such  con- 
tracts and  legal  instruments  shall  require  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Estimates  prior  to  execution. 

(m)  Subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  to  contract,  from  time  to  time,  with  any 
private,  public,  or  quasi-public  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  person,  or  other  legal  entity  for 
the  furnishing  of  consulting,  planning,  designing, 
engineering,  or  other  technical  or  specialized  serv- 
ices in  connection  with  the  duties,  powers,  and  func- 
tions of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency. 

(n)  Subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  to  employ  or  hire,  from  time  to  time,  by 
contract,  consulting,  planning,  or  designing  engi- 
neers or  other  persons  possessing  technical  or 
specialized  skills  in  connection  with  the  duties, 
powers,  and  functions  of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Re- 
newal and  Housing  Agency. 

(o)  To  expend  such  funds  as  may  be  available  to 
it  for  such  purposes  for  the  performance  of  its  func- 
tions and  the  exercise  of  its  powers  under  this  or- 
dinance. 

(p)  Acting  through  one  or  more  Commissioners 
designated  for  such  purpose  by  the  Commission,  to 
conduct  public  or  private  hearings  on  any  matter 
material  to  the  duties,  powers,  or  functions  of  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency, 
administer  oaths,  conduct  examinations  and  take 
testimony,  and  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of  books  and  papers. 

(q)  Except  as  otherwise  specifically  provided  in 
this  ordinance,  and  subject  to  the  provisions,  where 
applicable,  of  Sections  37  and  38  of  the  Charter  of 
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Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition)  as  amended  from 
time  to  time,  to  make  and  enter  into,  on  behalf  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  without 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  contracts, 
leases,  agreements,  and  other  legal  instruments  of 
every  kind,  character,  and  description  relative  to  the 
performance  of  the  duties,  powers,  and  functions  of 
the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency. 

(r)  To  cooperate  with  and  assist  the  Planning 
Commission,  the  Budget  Director,  and  other  in- 
terested officers,  departments,  bureaus,  and  agencies 
of  the  City  in  the  formulation  and  preparation  of 
capital  improvement  and  development  programs  for 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 

(s)  Upon  agreement  with  any  other  officer,  de- 
partment, bureau,  or  agency  of  the  City,  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to  act  as  the  agent  of  and 
perform  services  for  such  other  officer,  department, 
bureau,  or  agency  of  the  City  in  connection  with 
housing  law  enforcement  within  or  outside  of  Re- 
newal Areas,  or  in  connection  with  any  activities 
related  to  a  Renewal  Project  or  Renewal  Plan. 

(t)  To  provide  counseling  and  advisory  services 
to  property  owners,  tenants,  and  investors  with  re- 
spect to  improving,  managing,  and  financing  prop- 
erty and  investment  opportunities  in  Renewal  Areas, 
and  with  respect  to  other  areas  of  information  re- 
lated to  the  duties,  powers,  and  functions  of  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency. 

(u)  To  promote  the  sound  development  and  re- 
development, including  but  not  limited  to  renova- 
tion and  rehabilitation,  of  Renewal  Areas  and  to 
conduct  studies  and  negotiate  with  owners,  builders, 
investors,  and  others  toward  this  end. 
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(v)  To  exercise  all  or  any  part  or  combination  of 
powers  herein  granted. 

Annual  Report 
Sec.  9-G.     The   Baltimore   Urban   Renewal   and 
Housing  Agency  annually  shall  render  to  the  Mayor 
a  written  report  of  its  activities  and  operations  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year. 

Cooperation  by  Other  City  Agencies 
Sec.  9-H.  The  several  officers,  departments, 
bureaus,  and  agencies  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall 
cooperate  with  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and 
Housing  Agency  in  the  preparation  and  execution  of 
Renewal  Plans. 

Title  to  Property 
Sec.  9-1.  Title  to  all  land  and  property  and  any 
interests  therein  acquired  by  the  Baltimore  Urban 
Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  shall  be  taken  in  the 
name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
but  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  shall  act  as  custodian  of  all  such  land  and 
property  and  interests  therein. 

Renewal  Fund 

Sec.  9-J.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  or  lease 
of  any  land  or  property  or  interest  therein  by  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  shall 
be  presei-i^ed  by  the  Comptroller  in  a  special  "Re- 
newal Fund",  and  this  fund  shall  be  used  only  for  the 
purposes  recited  in  this  ordinance  after  appropria- 
tion in  an  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

Dissolution  of  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission 

Sec.  9-K.  (a)  The  Baltimore  Redevelopment 
Commission,  established  under  Ordinances  Nos.  718 
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and  2,  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
approved  June  2,  1949,  and  June  8,  1955,  respec- 
tively, is  hereby  dissolved. 

(b)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  in  the 
place  and  stead  of  the  Baltimore  Redevelopment 
Commission  (i)  to  exercise  and  perform  all  the  pow- 
ers and  discretions  that  heretofore  have  been  vested 
in  the  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  any  and  all  contracts, 
agreements,  or  other  legal  instruments,  which  here- 
tofore may  have  been  entered  into  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore;  and  (ii)  to  exercise  and 
perform  all  of  the  powers,  duties,  and  functions 
which  the  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission 
heretofore  exercised  or  performed  or  was  authorized 
to  exercise  or  perform  in  connection  with  the  issu- 
ance of  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  expenditure  of 
the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  certificates 
of  indebtedness  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  Chapter  42  of  the  Laws  of 
Maryland  of  1947,  and  Ordinances  Nos.  335  and  1101 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  ap- 
proved July  2,  1948,  and  June  4,  1954,  respectively, 
or  any  other  law. 

(c)  Each  area  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  heretofore 
approved  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  as  a  ''Redevelopment  Area"  is  hereby 
designated  as  a  ''Renewal  Area".  All  future  pro- 
ceedings and  actions  relating  to  pending  matters 
concerning  those  areas  heretofore  designated  as  "Re- 
development Areas"  shall  be  governed  by  the  appH- 
cable  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(d)  Nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
taken  or  construed  directly  or  indirectly  to  repeal. 
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amend,  alter,  modify,  or  affect  in  any  manner  or  to 
any  extent,  except  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent 
specifically  and  definitely  set  forth  in  this  ordinance, 
(i)  any  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  that  here- 
tofore have  been  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
42  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1947,  and  Ordinances 
Nos.  335  and  1101  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  July  2,  1948,  and  June  4,  1954, 
respectively,  or  any  other  law;  (ii)  the  power  and 
authority  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more to  issue  and  sell  the  balance  of  the  unissued 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  heretofore  authorized  and  ap- 
proved to  be  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  under  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid 
Chapter  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  and  Ordinances  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  any 
other  law;  (iii)  any  act  or  thing  or  any  contract, 
deed,  lease,  agreement,  or  other  legal  instrument 
heretofore  done,  made,  or  entered  into  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  or  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  said  munici- 
pality, or  the  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission, 
or  any  of  them,  or  any  combination  of  two  or  more 
of  them  under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  afore- 
mentioned Chapters  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  or 
Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more or  any  other  law,  or  in  connection  with  any  of 
the  matters  or  things  mentioned  in  or  contemplated 
by  any  of  the  aforementioned  Chapters  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  or  Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  any  other  law;  or  (iv)  any 
of  the  powers,  duties,  or  functions  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  or  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  said  munici- 
pality, or  any  of  them,  or  any  combination  of  two  or 
more  of  them,  under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the 
aforementioned  Chapters  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland 
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or  Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, or  in  connection  with  any  of  the  matters  or 
things  mentioned  in  or  contemplated  by  any  of  the 
aforesaid  Chapters  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  or  Ordi- 
nances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Interested  Public  Officers,  Commissioners  or 
Employees 

Sec.  9-L.  No  officer,  Commissioner,  or  employee 
of  any  agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  which  is  vested  with  any  power  or  author- 
ity to  be  exercised  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  acquire  any  financial  interest,  direct  or 
indirect,  in  any  land  or  property  which  may  be 
acquired  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. If  any  such  officer.  Commissioner  or  employee 
owns  or  controls  a  financial  interest  in  such  land  or 
property  or  involuntarily  acquires  the  same,  he  im- 
mediately shall  disclose  such  interest  in  writing  to 
the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Commis- 
sion and  such  disclosure  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Commission's  minutes.  No  such  officer.  Commis- 
sioner or  employee  shall  have  any  interest,  direct  or 
indirect,  in  any  legal  entity,  other  than  the  United 
States  of  America,  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  any  agency 
thereof,  which  shall  contract,  to  develop,  redevelop, 
renovate  or  rehabilitate  any  land  or  property  ac- 
quired pursuant  to  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  (a)  That 
the  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission,  hereby 
dissolved,  shall  transfer  to  the  custody  of  the  Balti- 
more Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  all  prop- 
erty in  its  custody. 

(b)  All  unexpended  appropriations  or  other  funds 
available  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  Baltimore  Re- 
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development  Commission  are  hereby  transferred  to 
or  for  the  account  of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency,  and  said  appropriations  or 
other  funds  shall  be  used  for  the  support,  operation, 
and  maintenance  of  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency. 

(c)  All  funds  retained  by  the  Comptroller  in  the 
"Redevelopment  Fund"  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Ordinance  No.  718  aforesaid  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  "Renewal  Fund"  established  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(d)  All  of  the  present  employees  of  the  Baltimore 
Redevelopment  Commission  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  as  employees  thereof. 

(e)  The  City  Service  Commission  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  classify  all  positions  trans- 
ferred as  aforesaid  from  the  Baltimore  Redevelop- 
ment Commission  to  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  and  all  employees  so  trans- 
ferred shall  be  included  in  the  new  classifications  of 
their  respective  positions  without  examination  and 
without  any  reduction  in  pay.  No  such  transfer  shall 
constitute  an  interruption  in  the  service  record  of 
any  employee  for  the  purposes  of  the  pension  system 
and  seniority. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  (a)  That 
any  and  all  laws,  ordinances  and  resolutions  and 
any  and  all  parts  of  any  and  all  laws,  ordinances  and 
resolutions  in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  are 
hereby  declared  not  to  be  applicable  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  In  the  event  it  be  judicially  determined  that 
any  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  sec- 
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tion  or  part  in  or  of  this  ordinance,  or  the  applica- 
tion thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  in- 
valid, the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application 
of  such  provisions  to  other  persons  or  circumstances 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  or- 
dained the  remaining  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  para- 
graph, section  or  part,  or  the  application  thereof, 
so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  repealing  Sections  77-A  to  77-C  inclusive  of 
Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition), 
title  "Health",  sub-title  "Housing  Bureau",  as  amended, 
and  adding  Section  9-M  to  Article  14  of  the  Baltimore 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Housing",  sub-title  "Urban 
Renewal";  providing  that  the  Housing  Bureau  of  the 
Health  Department  shall  be  dissolved,  that  the  Balti- 
more Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  shall  admin- 
ister and  enforce  in  Renewal  Areas,  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  Sections  112  to  119  inclusive  of 
Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  that 
any  and  all  unexpended  appropriations  or  funds  made  to 
or  for  the  account  of  the  Housing  Bureau,  and  all  em- 
ployees thereof,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Baltimore 
Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency,  that  this  ordinance 
shall  become  effective  thirty  (30)  days  after  passage,  and 
generally  amending  the  laws  of  the  City  relating  to  hous- 
ing law  enforcement. 

Whereas,  The  report  of  the  Baltimore  Urban 
Renewal  Study  Board  to  Mayor  Thomas  D'Ales- 
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andro,  Jr.,  recommended  that  the  housing  inspection 
and  enforcement  functions  of  the  Housing  Bureau, 
as  they  relate  to  renewal  areas,  be  transferred  to  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency,  and 

Whereas,  Under  Section  9-F  (s)  of  the  "Urban 
Renewal"  ordinance,  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  is  empowered  upon  agreement 
with  any  other  officer,  department,  bureau,  or 
agency  of  the  City  to  act  as  the  agent  of  and  per- 
form services  for  such  other  officer,  department, 
bureau,  or  agency  of  the  City  in  connection  with 
housing  law  enforcement  or  in  connection  with  any 
activities  related  to  a  Renewal  Project  or  a  Renewal 
Plan,  and 

Whereas,  The  Commissioner  of  Health  of  Balti- 
more City,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance, 
has  recommended  that  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  act  as  his  agent  and  in  his 
behalf  in  connection  with  housing  law  enforcement 
in  Renewal  Areas;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  77-A  to  77-C 
inclusive,  of  Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  title  "Health",  sub-title  "Housing 
Bureau",  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1412  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved 
April  14,  1955,  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Housing 
Bureau  established  thereunder  is  hereby  dissolved. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Section 
9-M  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to  Article  14 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Housing",  sub-title  "Urban  Renewal",  said  section 
to  follow  immediately  after  Section  9-L  thereof,  and 
to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  9-M.  (a)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  shall  administer  and  enforce 
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in  Renewal  Areas,  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  the  City  Housing  Code,  as  enacted  by  Sec- 
tions 112  to  119  inclusive  of  Article  12  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition) ,  including  all  amend- 
ments thereto  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  thereunder.  In  Renewal 
Areas,  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  (i)  receiving, 
handling,  or  referring  all  complaints  under  the 
above-mentioned  sections  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code, 
any  amendment  thereto,  or  any  regulation  promul- 
gated by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  pursuant 
thereto,  or  any  other  regulatory  controls,  and  (ii) 
initiating  procedures  for  preventing  the  develop- 
ment of  substandard  housing  and  residential  blight 
and  deterioration  through  strict  enforcement  of  said 
sections  of  the  Code,  any  amendments  thereto,  any 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  pursuant  thereto,  or  any  other  regulatory 
controls. 

**  (b)  The  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency  is  hereby  fully  authorized,  empowered,  and 
directed,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  Housing 
Bureau  of  the  Baltimore  City  Health  Department  to 
exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  discretions 
that  have  heretofore  been  vested  in  the  Housing 
Bureau  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  any  and 
all  contracts,  agreements,  or  other  legal  instruments, 
which  heretofore  may  have  been  entered  into  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

"(c)  Nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
taken  or  construed  directly  or  indirectly  to  repeal, 
amend,  alter,  modify,  or  affect  in  any  manner  or  to 
any  extent,  except  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent 
specifically  and  definitely  set  forth  in  this  ordinance, 
any  of  the  inspection  and  enforcement  functions  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Health  Department  on  a  city-

wide  basis,  exclusive  of  Renewal  Areas,  either  in 
response  to  individual  complaints  or  as  an  initiated 
activity  of  the  Department  in  cases  of  health 
hazards". 

Sec.  3.  Ayid  be  it  further  ordained,  (a)  That  any 
and  all  unexpended  appropriations  or  other  funds 
available  to,  or  for  the  account  of,  the  Housing 
Bureau,  are  hereby  transferred  to,  or  for  the  account 
of,  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing 
Agency,  and  said  appropriations  or  funds  shall  be 
used  for,  or  in  connection  with,  the  housing  inspec- 
tion and  enforcement  functions  of  the  Baltimore 
Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  extent  authorized  by  law.

(c)  The  City  Service  Commission  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  classify  all  positions  trans- 
ferred as  aforesaid  from  the  Housing  Bureau  to  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  and 
all  employees  so  transferred  shall  be  included  in 
the  new  classification  of  their  respective  positions 
without  examination  and  without  any  reduction  in 
pay.  No  such  transfer  shall  constitute  an  interrup- 
tion in  the  service  record  of  any  employee  for  the 
purposes  of  the  pension  system  and  seniority. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  (30)  days  after 
the  date  of  its  passage.

Whereas,  Under  Section  9-B  (a)  (5)  of  the 
''Urban  Renewal"  Ordinance,  the  Baltimore  Urban 
Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  is  empowered  "to 
encourage  and  facilitate  the  cooperation,  interest, 
and  participation  of  citizens  and  citizens'  groups  in

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and 
determined  that  the  hereinbelow  more  particularly 
described  area  known  as  the  "Harlem  Park  Area" 
may  be  benefited  through  the  exercise  of  the  func- 
tions and  powers  vested  in  the  Baltimore  Urban 
Renewal  and  Housing  Agency. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
"Harlem  Park  Area"  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  a  point  formed  by  the  south  side  of 
West  Mulberry  Street,  66  feet  wide,  and  the  east 
side  of  North  Fremont  Avenue  66  feet  wide ;  thence

An  ordinance  to  authorize  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate,  a  single  rail- 
road track  in  the  bed  of  Pratt  Street  and  in  the  bed  of 
Penn  Street,  said  single  track  beginning  in  the  center  of 
the  existing  main  track  of  said  company  in  Pratt  Street 
about  48  feet  west  of  the  west  building  line  of  Penn  Street, 
and  running  thence  northeasterly  into  Penn  Street,  and 
thence  northerly  on  the  east  side  of  Penn  Street  to  the 
south  building  line  of  Lombard  Street;  and  to  repeal  Ordi- 
nance No.  945,  approved  January  31,  1927,  Ordinance  No. 
266,  approved  January  27,  1928,  Ordinance  No.  745,  ap- 
proved June  24,  1929,  Ordinance  No.  177,  approved  March 
19,  1932,  and  Ordinance  No.  353,  approved  December  9, 
1932.  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council    of   Baltimore,    That    The    Baltimore    and 
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Ohio  Railroad  Company  (said  Company  being  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  "grantee")  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Pratt  Street  and 
in  the  bed  of  Penn  Street,  the  center  line  of  said  track 
hereby  authorized  being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  in  the  center  line  of  the 
existing  main  track  of  said  grantee  in  Pratt  Street 
at  a  point  located  about  48  feet  west  of  the  west 
building  line  of  Penn  Street;  and  running  thence 
northeasterly,  curving  to  the  left,  the  distance  of 
about  139  feet  to  a  point  in  Penn  Street  located  about 
56  feet  north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Pratt 
Street  and  about  16  feet  west  of  the  east  building 
line  of  Penn  Street;  and  thence  northerly,  in  a 
straight  line,  parallel  to  the  east  building  line  of  Penn 
Street,  or  nearly  so,  the  distance  of  about  316  feet, 
to  the  south  building  line  of  Lombard  Street. 

The  track  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is  shown 
by  the  lines  colored  red  on  the  plat  hereto  annexed, 
which  is  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Arid  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reason- 
ably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of 
the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the 
grant,  and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be 
held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty- 
five  years  and  with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee, 
at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation 
the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years,  the 
said  revaluation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be 
determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and 
the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  sue- 
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cessors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable 
to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third 
arbitrator,  and  tlie  decision  of  a  majority  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  re- 
valuation aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  arbi- 
trators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree 
upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  such 
umpire. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  mu- 
nicipal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in 
respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant 
herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof,  and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or 
times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  gi'antee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets 
and  alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of 
said  streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces 
between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or 
other  obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other 
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portions  of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of 
said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents, 
or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by 
law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same 
may  be  constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of 
such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  hereunder, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the  location  of 
the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of  them,  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engineer 
the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  wel- 
fare may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar 
($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum  for 
those  portions  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  upon 
which  cars  are  not  permitted  to  stand,  and  the  sum 
of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per  Hneal  foot  of  single  track 
per  annum  for  those  portions  of  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized  upon  which  cars  are  permitted  to  stand, 
all  payable  in  advance,  the  number  of  feet  of  track 
and  the  total  amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to 
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be  fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City  upon  the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual 
number  of  lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  main- 
tained or  operated  in  each  category  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance;  and  the  said  grantee  shall 
also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or 
amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following 
work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from 
time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation,  pres- 
ence, use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  or 
removal  of  said  tracks : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Maj^or  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Bal- 
timore City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all 
of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the 
rights  herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events, 
from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the 
tracks  and  franchises  so  affected,  without  any  com- 
pensation to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  and  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  shall  promptly  remove  the  tracks  and 
appurtenances  so  affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if 
and  when  notified  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer 
so  to  do,  and  any  such  removal  of  tracks  and  ap- 
purtenances shall  be  done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from 
time  to  time,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  acting 
through  said  Highways  Engineer.  And  upon  any 
and  all  such  removals  of  tracks,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  promptly  pave  or 
repave,  at  their  entire  expense,  the  street  bed, 
curbs  and  sidewalks  of  all  streets  and  alleys  dis- 
turbed by  such  removal  of  tracks,  the  said  paving 
or  repaving  to  be  done  with  such  materials  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  designated  by  the  said 
Highways  Engineer,  in  each  instance. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done 
by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and 
all  such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do 
said  work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof 
from  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 
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Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said

providing  for  the  licensing  of  Drivers'  Schools  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  for  giving  instructions  in  the  driving  of 
motor  vehicles,  providing  also  for  the  licensing  of  in- 
structors who  for  profit  give  instruction  in  the  driving 
of  motor  vehicles,  and  relating  generally  to  the  licensing 
and  regulation  of  drivers'  schools  and  driving  instructors 
and  to  the  qualifications  and  duties  of  applicants  for  and 
of  holders  of  such  licenses. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  30A  to  30J,  in- 
clusive, be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  19 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
''Licenses",  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  30 
thereof,  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  ''Drivers' 
Schools",  and  to  read  as  follows : 
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Drivers'  Schools. 
30 A.     (Definitions.)    As  used  in  this  sub-title : 

(a)  ''Drivers'  School"  means  the  business  of  giv- 
ing instructions  for  which  a  charge  is  made  in  driv- 
ing motor  vehicles,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Article 
66I/2  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland. 

(b)  "Person"  includes  an  individual,  firm,  cor- 
poration, partnership  or  association. 

30B.  (Licenses)  (a)  No  person  shall  engage  in 
the  business  of  conducting  a  drivers'  school  in  this 
City  without  having  a  school  license  for  such  purpose 
issued  by  the  Director  of  Traffic. 

(b)  No  person  shall  engage  for  profit  in  giving 
instruction  in  the  driving  of  motor  vehicles  unless 
he  is  employed  by  a  licensed  drivers'  school  and  has 
an  instructor's  license  for  such  purpose  issued  by  the 
Director  of  Traffic. 

(c)  Applications  for  licenses  under  this  section 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Director  of  Traffic  and  shall 
contain  such  information  as  he  shall  prescribe. 
Every  application  for  a  school  license  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  an  application  fee  of  Ten  Dollars 
($10.00)  and  every  application  for  an  instructor's 
license  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  application  fee  of 
One  Dollar  ($1.00)  and  application  fees  shall  in  no 
event  be  refunded.

SOD.  (Refusal  to  issue  instructor's  license.)  (a) 
The  Director  of  Traffic  shall  deny  the  application  of 
any  person  for  an  instructor's  license  if,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, he  determines  that: 

(b)  The  applicant  has  made  a  material  false  state- 
ment or  concealed  a  material  fact  in  connection  with 
his  application;  or 

(c)  The  applicant  has  been  convicted  of  indecency, 
degeneracy,  or  moral  turpitude;  or 

(d)  The  applicant  has  failed  to  furnish  satis- 
factory evidence  of  good  character,  reputation  and 
fitness.

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resort  to  fraud  or  fraudulent  practices  in  relation  to 
securing  for  himself  or  another  a  license  to  drive  a 
motor  vehicle.

30 J.  (Penalty.)  Violation  of  this  sub-title  shall 
be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100.00  and 
not  more  than  $1000.00  or  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  30  days  nor  more  than  one  year  or  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.

pealed and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as 
follows : 
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53.  (a)  Every  person,  firm,  association  or  corpora- 
tion keeping,  maintaining  or  operating  for  public 
entertainment  or  amusement  within  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, any  music  box,  mechanical  player  piano, 
graphophone,  or  other  similar  mechanical  musical 
device  played  by  the  insertion  of  a  coin  or  token, 
shall  obtain  an  annual  license  from  the  City  Treas- 
urer to  do  so  and  shall  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  Ten 
Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  such  machine  or  device, 
and  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  additional  for  each  inde-

Swimming  Pools 

154 A.  (a)  Every  swimming  pool  or  other  out- 
side body  of  water  in  this  City,  which  is  used  by 
human  beings  for  swimming,  bathing  or  immersion, 
shall  be  completely  surrounded  by  a  fence  or  wall 
not  less  than  three  feet  six  inches  in  height.  The 
fence  or  wall  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  have 
openings,  holes  or  gaps  larger  than  four  inches  in  any 
dimension,  except  for  doors  or  gates ;  and  if  a  picket

fence  is  erected  or  maintained,  the  horizontal  dimen- 
sion between  pickets  shall  not  exceed  four  inches.  A 
dwelling  house  or  accessory  building  may  be  used  as 
part  of  such  enclosure. 

(b)  All  gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  en- 
closure shall  be  equipped  with  a  self-closing  and 
self-latching  device  for  keeping  the  gate  or  door 
securely  closed  at  all  times  when  not  in  actual  use; 
except  that  the  door  of  any  dwelling  house  which 
forms  a  part  of  the  enclosure  need  not  be  so 
equipped. 

(c)  The  duty  of  providing  and  maintaining  such 
enclosure  shall  be  upon  the  owner  of  premises  and 
the  person,  association,  firm  or  corporation  occupy- 
ing the  tract  of  land  upon  which  the  pool  or  body  of 
water  is  located,  or  the  owner  of  any  tract  of  land 
which  is  vacant  or  unoccupied. 

(d)  The  legislative  intent  in  the  enactment  of 
this  section  is  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  particularly  children,  from 
the  hazards  to  life  and  safety  inherent  in  the  pres- 
ence of  unenclosed  swimming  pools  or  other  outside 
bodies  of  water  used  by  human  beings  for  swimming, 
bathing  or  immersion. 

(e)  The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  is  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  modify  in  individual  cases 
the  requirements  of  this  section  with  respect  to  the 
height,  nature  and  location  of  the  fence,  wall,  gates 
or  latches,  or  with  respect  to  the  necessity  therefor, 
upon  a  showing  of  good  cause  and  satisfactory  as- 
surances that  the  degree  of  protection  is  not  thereby 
reduced.  The  Bureau  also  may  permit  the  use  of 
protective  devices  or  structures  other  than  those 
specified  herein,  so  long  as  the  degree  of  protection 
is  not  thereby  reduced. 
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(f)  Any  person,  association,  firm  or  corporation

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Balti^nore,  That  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  au- 
thorized to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single 
railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Wicomico  Street  at  its 
intersection  with  Bayard  Street  and  extending  in  a 
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northeasterly  direction  for  a  distance  of  79  feet,  the 
center  line  of  said  track  being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  existing  main 
track  in  Wicomico  Street,  southwestwardly  7  feet 
from  the  northeast  building  line  of  Bayard  Street;

tained or  operated  under  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance; and  the  said  grantee  shall  also  pay  all  ex- 
penses of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  6-A.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in 
further  consideration  of  the  grant  made  by  this  or- 
dinance, the  said  grantee  shall,  at  its  sole  cost  and 
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expense,  promptly  remove  from  the  beds  of  Wicomico 
and  Bayard  Streets  the  existing  single  railroad 
track  shown  by  line  colored  green  on  the  said  at- 
tached blueprint. 

Upon  removal  of  the  said  existing  single  rail- 
road track,  the  said  grantee  shall  promptly  repave

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C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Bal- 
timore City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for 
and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all 
suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs 
and  or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by 
reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  alteration, 
repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal  of  said 
railroad  tracks,  or  any  of  them,  and  whether  such
